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DANGER IN SOUTH 


Imperial Chinese Troops at Can- 


ton Joined Boxers After 


Li Hung Chang Left. 


RUSSIANS DEFEAT .THE CHINES! 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 4.—A dis- 


patch from Shanghai, dated Thurs- 
day, August 2, received here today, 
says that after Li Hung Chang left 
Canton the imperial troops Joined the 
boxers. 


The dispatch adds that the provin- 


cial troops along the Ya*f-Tse river 
remain quiet, owing to the promise 
of the viceroy of Nankin to the for- 
eign consuls. 


Boxers, it is further stated in this 


dispatch, are murdering missionaries 
in South Chinarbut are not disturb- 
ing treaty ports. 


Troops are being secretly brought 


to treaty ports. 
Batteries of the 


Yang-Tse river, the dispatch says, 
are being repaired and new ones are 
being erected at Wu-Sung? dsspite 
the declaration of the viceroy that 
the work would be stopped. Five 
guns have been mounted. 


six-inch quick fire guns were disabled 
«t the first trial. Chinese officials af- 
firm that the guns were mounted as 
a precaution against the boxers ad- 
vancing southward. 


RUSSIANS DEFEAT CHINESE. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 4.-General 


Grodekoff has sent the following dis- 
patch to the war office; 


"Khabarovisk, Aug. 3.—Two col- 


i&frn* from Blagovestichensk were 
ferrted over the Amur river at 3 a. 
m., under Colonels Schwerin and! 
Serkianoff, 
attacked the Chinese 


troops and took the town of fcafchalin, 
one gun and a quantity of Mauser 
cartridges. The steamer Silenga suf- 
fered severely from fine fire. The 
Transseisk detachment, under Colonel 
Pfotenhaur, bombarded Aigun with 
twelve mortars and the Chinese re- 
plied. One officer and five men were 
killed and fifteen men were wounded. 
Four armored steamers are patrolling 
the Amur."

Kawg-Kumschi Gascimur, 
in the 


Transbaikal province, Wednesday, 
Aug. 1, says: 


"In the retreat to the frontier the 


agents, workmen and guards were 
surprised and bombarded by Chinese 
in the Shingan passes. Three guards 
and oi» workman were killed and 
twenty workmen fled to the moun- 
tains, none of whom have returned," 


NANKIN VICER^T FRIENDLY. 


London, Aug. 4.—Admiral Sey- 


mour telegraphed to the admiralty 
today that, he had seen the viceroy 
of Nankin August 2; that the 
viceroy was very friendly and 
seemed anxious to maintain peace in 
the 
Yang-Tse valley, 
and had 


agreed to the landing of a force of 
3,000 British troops for the defense 
of Shanghai. " 


The viceroy returned the admiral's 


visit the next day and renewed his 
assurances of friendship. An agree- 
ment was arrived at for maintain- 
ing order in the Yang-Tse valley. 


QUIET IN CANTON. 


Hong Kong, Aug. 4.—All is quiet 


in Canton, but there is great activity 
at the Bogue forts, which are fully 
manned and on the walls of which 
flags are hoisted. 
Constant practice 


is had with the big guns at Channel 
targets. 


The Chinese state that the Can- 


tonese are in fear of an attack by 
the French. 


MURDER BY WHOLESALE. 


London, Aug. 4.—Nearly all the 


correspondents confirm the reports of 
a wholesale massacre of Chrirstdans 
outside Pekin, a correspondent of the 
Daily News giving the number of 
ttlled-aa between ten and fifteen 
thousand, all defenseless converts. 
Imperial troops, so it is stated, did 
the ghastly work. 


NOTHING DIRECT FROM ALLIES. 


London, Aug. 4.—Nothing direqt 


from the allies operating beyond Tien 
Tsin is to hand, tout a news agency 
dispatch from Shanghai today says

The Russian and French contin- 


gents, according to this'dispatch, are 
guarding the communications of the 
American, British and Japanese, who 
form the advancing column. 


A dispatch dated at Tien Tsin, Fri- 


day, July 27, says another dispatch 
from the British minister at Pekht, 
Sir Claude McDonald, July 81, has 
been received, duplicating in part one 
sent by a different route, 'but adding 
the military information that the 
British, American, Russian and Ger- 
man legations held, July £1* provis- 
ions barely sufficient for fourteen 
days, and that ammunition was 
short. 


The ministers had again rejected 


the proposal of the Chinese govern- 
ment that they leave Pekin under es- 
cort of Chinese troops, 


Another courier from the Japanese 


legation brings ft dispatch dated 
July 23, saying that but five days' 
provisions were left and twenty-five 
rounds for each man. 


The British consul, Mr. Fraaser, and 


the foreign community are leaving 
Chung-King, province of Sze-Chuen, 
in consequence of an official warning 
from Shanghai* 


There is no trouble in Chung-King 


now. or in part of Sse-Chuen, but dis- 
turbances are expected when the al- 
lies reach Pekin.

ELEVATOR MAN IS INDICTED 


A TRUE BILL FOUND AGAINST

LLOYD J. SMITH, 


Chicago Grand Jury Finds That He 


Had Practiced Fraudulent 


Methods in Elevators. 


Chicago, Aug. 4.—The grand jury 


today voted a true bill against Lloyd 
J. Smith, former manager of the Chi- 
cago Elevator company and member 
of the board of trade, charging him 
with fraudulent methods in the man- 
agement of the elevators. 


Six true bills were voted in the 


specific charge that Smitn, while 
manager of the Chicago Elevator 
company, allowed about 800,000 
bushels of grain to be shipped from 
the elevators of that company with* 
out the proper cancellation of the 
warehouse receipts, which were hy- 
pothecated. 


Smith was charged in May of this 


year of having speculated with the 
funds of the company for a period of 
more than two years and of shaving 
borrowed 
funda 
from 
prominent 


brokers on the uncancelled warehouse 
receipts. 
The net deficit shown on 


the books of the company was $248,- 
000. The charges against Smith were 
investigated 
by a committee ap- 


pointed by Governor Tanner, which 
included John N. Mitchell and which 
has not yet made its report, and by 
a committee from the board of trade, 
which found against him. Smith is 
one of the most prominent members 
of the republican state organization. 
Besides being a member of the Lin- 
coln park board, he is a candidate for 
drainage trustee.

China place the Chinese government 
in the unique position of denying li- 
ability for what the Chinese troops 
have done at Pekin while assuming 
responsibility for what they are now 
doing in the neighborhood of Tien 
Tsin. 


The point thought to be made 


diplomatically is regarded here as of 
the utmost importance in the future 
settlement 


The tsung-li-yamen'» polite inti- 


mation that it is inexpedient to al- 
low communications between our 
government and its minister because 
fighting is going on near Tien Tsin, 
leaves little doubt as to who is re- 
sponsible for the resistance being of- 
fered to the progress of the interna- 
tional forces. 


The emperor himself, by edict, al- 


ready had intimated that, while 
reparation might be afforded the 
powers for injuries sustained by 
their citizens before the attack upon 
the Taku forts, the Chinese govern- 
ment will not assume responsibility 
for what has happened or will hap- 
pen as a result of the military opera- 
tions following that event, 


Of course this notice from the 


tsung-li-yamen can jbe construed as 
an answer to Secretary Hay's de- 
mand upon Li Hung Chang that free 
communication be ^pened with the 
ministers at Pekin'and their own 
governments and in!consequence the 
negotiations which Irere about to be 
instituted had that request been 
complied with may5 be regarded as 
indefinitely postponed. 
Meanwhile 


the Chinese ministers in Europe, and 
Mr. Wu, in the United States, are 
still maintaining a last combined ef- 
fort to make plain1 to the imperial 
government tlie fatuity of the course 
now being followed by the tsung-li- 


respecting the continued iso- 


lation of the foreign ministers, and 
it may be that their representatives 
will meet with a favorable response, 
if not now, certainly then after the 
first decisive victory achieved liy 
the international column. 


Strict censorship, strongly rein- 


forced by immense difficulties in the 
way of speedy communication be- 
tween Tien Tsin and the outer world 
still surrounds with mystery the 
progress of the international column 
toward Pekin. 


The state department officials have 


nothing from their own agencies 
bearing on the movements of the 
column and while the war depart- 
ment has heard recently from Gen- 
eral Chaffee, the officials will not 
make public his dispatch, and refuse 
to say whether or not they them- 
selves know that the movement has 
been begun. 
It is known that the 


Chinese government is in the way 
to quickly take advantage of any in- 
formation that may be published re- 
specting the international column, 
and it is deemed bad strategy to af- 
ford the, Chinese any assistance of 
this kind. 
There are signs that all 


is not well with General Chaffee and 
that be is meeting with greater dif- 
ficulties than had been expected in 
his troops debarking for the start to- 
ward Pekin. 


But the war department has given 


him unlimited power in the matter 
of financial resources and also is do* 


international column and thus divide 
the Chinese opposing forces. 


CIPHBB MESSAGES BARBED. 


Washington, Aug. 4.—Minister 


Wu called at the state department 
at an early hour this morning and 
presented to Acting Secretary Adee 
a copy of a cablegram he had received 
from his government relative to tfe* 
transmission of messages 
between 


the foreign ministers in Pekin and 
their respective governments. 


It is understood that this was sim- 


ply a copy of the notification already 
served upon the French consul it 
Shanghai that the tsung-li-yamen 
had ordered that no cipher messages 
should be exchanged. 


Mr. Wu has gone to Cape May to 


spend a day or two with his family. 


Later the state department this 


morning issued the following: 


"Minister Wu this morning hand- 


ed to the acting secretary of state a 
copy of a telegram from the Taotol 
of Shanghai, dated August 2nd, and 
received by Mr. Wu on the morning 
of'the 3d. 


"It confirms the message of Yuan 


Shih-Kai, governor SBan Tnng, to 
Mr. Fowler, consul at Ch« Poo, pur- 
porting to communicate the same tel- 
egram of July 30 from the tsung-li- 
yamen, but it is to be noted that ft , 
contains a passage omitted from Gov- 
ernor Yuan's message, namely, the 
announcement that as fighting is go- 
ing on in Tien Tsin» it is inexpedient 
to send cipher telegrams to the for- 
eign ministers in Pekin. 


"In this particular, the present 


telegram agrees with Consul General 
Goodnow's report, received yesterday, 
that Earl Li Hung Chang had told 
the French consul at Shanghai, on 
the 3d, that no message* would be 
delivered to tke ministers because 
the foreigners were advancing on 
Pekin. 


"The tsung-li~yam«n's cabltgram 


of July 30th is as follows: 


" 'Foreign ministers in Pekin are 


all safe and weH. Recently vegeta* 
hies, fruit and provisions have been 
repeatedly supplied to them. Rela- 
tions most friendly. At present con* 
saltations are goixfg on for the pro* 
tection of various ministers going to 
Tien Tsin for temporary 
shelter,,; 


which will soon be concluded satis- 
factorily. 


" 'But as fighting is going on in 


Tien Tsib, it is inexpedient that 
cipher telegrams shcmld be sent* IHf* 
ferent consuls liave been notified so 
that they may iniorm thfir respec- 
tive governments. " 


" 'Please inform the foreign office. 


Besides wiring to other ministers, I 
transmit the above to you,

BEICS OF FORGOTTEN RACES. 
"In the vast stretch between the 


Pecos and the Bio Grande are many 
ruins left 
behind by an ancient 


aboriginal population. Some of them, 
such as that of the Gran Quivira— 
not to be confused, by the way, with 
the mythical golden village cf Cor- 
onado—show 
evidences of having 


been occupied by a once numerous 
people of which there is no record in 
history or tradition. 
There are re- 


mains of extensive irrigation works 
where now there is no water, and the 
only reasonable theory seems to be 
that the population was driven away 
by the drying up of the water supply 
which formerly existed. 


"Not the least interesting point 


about this mysterious region is that 
its settlement and development have 
preceded its exploration by geogra- 
phers. 
Railroads are being built 


through it, its vast pine forests ar*» 
being- attacked by sawmills and pros- 
perous towns are growing up In those 
portions of it which are habitable, 
and yet almost nothing about the 
country is authentically known."

NATIVE PIEIPIKO PLAY; 


The Performance Lasts Three 


Pays and Three Nights and 
Is Very Interesting, 


Try The Sentinel Want Columns. 


A letter from San Isidro, in the 


Philippine Islands, gives an interest- 
ing- description of a native theatrical 
performance. 
It follows; 


"That Filipino audiences are in 


many ways like those that support 
'one night stands' on the mainland 
of the United States is not difficult 
to believe when one has seen and 
heard a fair or market place comedy 
such as we have viewed at San Isidro 
during the week just ending, 


"There was in evidence the same 


impatience at delay, the same little 
hushes of deep interest, broken by 
lipples of laughter or by murmurs of 
appreciation, as telling lines were de- 
livered. 
The same craning of necks 


as hungry eyes followed the gorge- 
ously costumed players, and then, as 
a final bit of proof of similarity, 
there came a burst of jeering laugh- 
ter when a trouserless boy of six, 
who had strayed away from father or 
older brother, appeared at the back 
of the improvised stage. 
The little 


fellow stood gasping helplessly while 
a hundred voices shouted what was 
evidently Tagalo for that word so 
clear to gallery gods at home, 'Supe! 
Supe!' 


"We are in the provinces, and the 


open air theatre suffers sadly in com- 
parison with the gay Teatro Zorilla 
in Manila, 
But the performance 


was free, and, moreover, the audi- 
ence was with the players from the 
beginning. 
For was it not the story 


of Christian and Moor done into Ta- 


alo from the Spanish of last cen- 


tury by 
some local and native 


adapter? 
The Christian triumphed 


after three days and nights of con- 
tinuous dialogue, jest, and combat, 
ind the visitors from Gapan, Jaen or 
other nearby pueblo have driven 
away satisfied dramatically and in- 
wardly by the offering of the stall- 
teepers in the market place—made in 
honor of the patron saint of all giv- 
ers of good bargains and 
full 


measures. 


"We went to the second install- 


ment. 
It was the first night, but 


;he play had begun at an early hour 
of the afternoon. 
Seats were pro- 


vided for General Funstou and his 
staff, but the others of a thousand 
spectators stood or squatted while 
they gaped at the bewitching Chris- 
tian maiden, Mariana, or admired the 
valient prince who slew \vhole armies 
of the infidel Hoors with a gilded 
bolo of wood. 


'Tall bamboos supported the ele- 


vated stage of split strips of the same 
material. 
Lashed to the same up- 


rights at a higher level v/as a roof 
of mailing and bana leaves. 
The 


ight was furnished by a score of 
tumblers of cocoanut oil hung in a 
frame and suspended from the roof- 
each tumbler with one of those curi- 
ous floating wicks of pitch. 
A din- 


y and much frayed drop, showing 


the Eternal City, was at the back for 
all the scenes of city, while a back- 
ground of green boughs placed ver- 
idlly replaced the drop when the 
armies fought or the court left the 
grand palaces and went afield. 
A 


huge prompter's box sheltered the 
author from our sight, but did not 
shut out the steady sing-song of his 
voice as he read line after line of the 
:hree days* play. Heroes, princesses, 
and clowns stalked, posed, or stood 
istening while awaiting, not cues, 
but the actual lines. 
At intervals 


the prompter beat upon a little drum 
to give the tempo of march or battle 
music, and then, as the orchestra 
sawed vigorously, knights and in- 
fidels fought valiantly. 
Oftentimes 


the Christian princess was engaged 
n the combat, 
and was rightly 


equally often victorious. 
It may he 


remarked that it did not please the 
American soldier element of the audi- 
ence to see the men players at com- 
bat with the women of the cast, and 
they took occasion 
to so express 


hemselves. 
After a brief exposi- 


tion in Spanish by the manager that 
the play called for such action the 
affair proceeded. 
Since every word 


:iad to be read to the players by the 
prompter the piay dragged miser- 
ably. 
Even the combats were not 


continuous, but consisted in part of 
fantastic posings and turnings, while 
the bolos, or swords, were twirled 
and brandished, 


"Acrobatic performances were in- 


troduced nnd were creditably per- 
formed. 
Notning 
can exceed the 


nimbleness of the Filipinos. Then, 
too. ihf. are the most supple jointed 
beings imaginable. Young r.nd old 
can sit squarely 
upon the)'* hr>els 


while working or eating. Hence it 
follows that any acrobatics that call 
only for an ability to 
twist 
gro- 


tesquely or bend at astonishingly 
acute and difficult angles are possi- 
ble even with the amateurs of this 
race- 
I have ne ver grown accus- 


tomed to the sights that or.** may S?P 
at any hour in the market places 
or around the tiny booths 
whars 


most of the business of these islands 
is carried on, A woman comes shuf- 
fling along on 
those 
high-heeled 


wooden sandals 
that are made of 


sycamore wood brought all the way 
from the tJnited Stat«». She, like all 
Filipinos, is unable to buy even 2 


* worth q 


bargaining for five minutes 


90 «he steps out of her wooden slip- 
pers, tucks her Happing skirts snug- 
ly around her person, and then sits 
down on her shoes. Imagine a seat 
but two inches in height! 


"To return to the 'comedy,' as the 


market play was universally called. 
Following its completion the whole 
town has given itself over to the 
Santa Cruz de Mayo (Holy Cross of 
May), 
Night after night hundreds 


of children have marched through 
the streets with tapers and wreaths. 
Dressed in tlipir simple 
best, and 


guided by whole families of their 
elders, the little ones have straggled 
and crowded along to the music of 
that most faithful band. It is tho 
same scene and the same music over 
and over again. Each nig-ht the pro- 
cession passes our headquarters, as 
it goes shrilling to a new rendezvous. 
Soon it halts before one of the bet- 
ter houses, and then the children 
crowd 
beneath 
two 
suspended 


frames, from which hang gifts of 
mangoes, bananas or little packets 
of 'dulce,' neatly 
wrapped 
in the 


clean, green strips of banana leaf. 
Oftentimes near at hand has been 
erected a long, slender bamboo, thor- 
oughly coated with cocoanut oil, and 
bearing at its top some simple gift 
wrapped in gay colored paper. This 
afforded great 
amusement for tho 


crowd of small boys in tho proces- 
sion, who sought industriously to 


L)luck the gift *rom the dizzy height, 
-ucceeding only at a sacrifice of their 
one garment—a shirt. 


'•For half an hour after the ar- 
ival of the crowd at the rendezvous 
the band played lively airs, while 
anxious 
mothers 
sought 
advan- 


tageous positions betteath the gifts 
'or their eager-eyed little ones, Thsn 
.he frames were quickly lowered and 
a great scramble for the fruits and 
what-not followed. We have sought 
diligently for an explanation of these 
ceremonies, but to no purpose. 


" 4It is the Santa Cruz de Mayo, an 


old custom, senor.' That it is n relig- 
ous ceremonial is evident from the 
:ross and tapers that are carried, but 
t seems to be more largely a mere 
natter of making gifts to children— 


L midsummer Christmastide. 
Why 


he elders should troop along and 
stand gaping 
while the children 


icramble for a score or more of man- 
iocs or bananas is incomprehensible. 
Phey can give no reason, nor can we 
;-uess one. 
"The most recent addition to the 


machinery of administration in the 
Philippines is the court cf first in- 
tanct; in each, province. Correspond- 
ing to the courts of common pleas of 
:he states, and with Judges, prose- 
tutors and clerks, all'of native bhlli, 
ihese courts are already administer- 
ng justice and in a manner that is 
a strange mixture of the New York 
ode and Spanish formality. 
The 


irmy has had much said as to its 
multiplicity of papers; but a Filipino 
:ourt is fairly crimson with its red 
ape and huge seals of wax. 
Our 


udge at 
San Isidro is a shrewd, 


well-educated 
man 
of 
forty-odd 


years. He is fully impressed with 
he dignity of his position, and is 
also 
properly cognizant 
of 
the 


unount of las salary, -but he has ri- 
liculously attired himself in Ameri- 
can clothing. 


"He explained that he believed it to 


be his duty to dress in such garments, 
since he was now an integral part of 
the judiciary of the great TTni'ted 
States. 


"The various courts, civil and mili- 


tary, native and American, are rap- 
idly filling the penal 
institutions 


throughout the 'archipelago. Bilibid, 
the great Spanish prison 'of Manila, 
is fairly bursting with dishonorably 
discharged soldiers and native crim- 
inals. 
Fortunately for our good 


name, the latter class greatly pre- 
dominates. 
Pang-asinan and Zam- 


bales each has its Carcel Publici, and 
Nueva Ecijn's prison is here at San 
Isidro. In this latter place are con- 
fined more than 300 convicted guer- 
rillas, I/adrones, ordinary malefac- 
tors and nearly 100 of the grist from 
the various courts-martial through- 
out 
the 
department 
of northern 


Luzon. It is the provost court that, 
however, tries the greatest number 
of offenders. These courts ars judge, 
jury and lawyers nil combined in the 
person of one army officer. The limit 
of punishment by the provost court is 
one year's imprisonment at hard 
labor, and, in addition, a fine of 
$1,000 (Mexican) may be imposed. 
If the fine is not paid it is to be 
worked out p.t a rate of one day's 
labor for each fifty cents of the 
amount. Thus it is seen 'that nearly 
seven years of incarceration may be 
awarded to Juan or Pedro if they cut 
the telegraph line, or commit assaults 
or rob friends or aliens and have not 
the funds to pay off £he money part 
of the sentence. 


"The Carcel Publica of NuevaEcija, 


as this prison is officially designated, 
is in charge of Major Alfred Rey- 
nolds, of £he Twenty-second infantry, 
For guard and overseers a company 
of the major's regiment is available. 


"Within the four brick walls, with 


strong, grated windows, have been 
established tailor shops, a smithy, 
carpenter shop, and the great kitchen 
for the prisoners. Work begins at 
6:30 o'clock, and with an intermis- 
sion of one Anil one-half hours at 
noon,, continues until 5:30 o'clock.

oners fcave sought to complain of the 
difference that prevails in our meth 
ods and those that obtained under 
the Spanish 
regime.

*Whcn the Spanish had a prison here 
they did not require the prisoners to 
labor as do the Americans. Why do 
you not allow us our feast and holy 
days?' 


"Already the prison has become a 


terror throughout the province. Ric 
and canned salmon, with an occasion- 
al addition of canned roast beef 
while plentiful in amount and quits 
identical in components with the food 
of the common people, dc«3 not seem 
inviting fare on which tD build ropds, 
dig deep drains 
through swamp 


lands, or on which to do twelve hours' 
work a day in the great rock quarries. 
No prisoners of war are confined in 
any of the carcels. Men of that class 
are kept at the various garrisoned 
points and are not put at labor, 


"It is not difficult to see that con- 


finement is even more irksome to the 
ease-loving Filipinos than to the 
American prisoners. Certainly it is 
a sad-eyed lot of men that greets a 
visitor when he passes through the 
heavy barred doors and enters into 
the great whitewashed courtyard. 
On Sundays, when visitors are al- 
lowed to have brief interviews with 
the prisoners, come from all the 
provinces troops of the women and 
families of those confined. 
Many 


bear little wicker baskets of man- 
goes; some carry clean and 
stiffly 


starched shirts, or perhaps a bowl of 
cooked fish or chicken, A half hour 
s the limit for visitors, and most of 
;hat time is usually devoted by the 
prisoner to the delicacies that have 
been brought him. Then back he 
must go to the companion'ship of his 
400 fellows, an humble 'hombre,' and 
the wife and little family are left to 
patter off down the dusty streets to 
wait in a roadside cottage for ohe 
nore week to drag its tiresome length 
around," 


ART 
BREATHING. 


"It may seem strange enough," 


said a doctor the other day, "but 
.'eally over 900 per cent of the popu- 
.ation do not know how to breathe. 
Nature kindly enough adapts herself 
to imperfect methods of respiration, 
as she adapts herself to the unnatur- 
al quantities of tea, coffee or alcohol 
a man floods his system with during 
lis lifetime, but all the same she does 
not approve. 
Why, one of the first 


things an actor or a singer has to do 
s to begin to learn how to breathe 
before they can learn how to pro- 
duce the voice properly. 
The first 


point is to fill the lungs. 
Very few 


people take the trouble to do that. 
As a rule they distend them until the 
ungs are about three-quarters full 
and then they stop, leavtng the base 
of the lungs unemployed, and nat- 
urally ready for any mischief, like 
nost idle things or persons, 


(If people would only take the 


trouble to breathe properly consump- 
tion would no longer be heard of, 
Why is 
exercise 
so 
beneficial? 


Simply because in running, rowing 
or cycling people are obliged to fill 
their lungs to their utmost capacity 
to breathe—in short/as nature meant 
them to breathe. 
I have frequently 


recommended those whose business 
will not permit of any outdoor exer- 
cise to practice breathing for an 
hour in the morning and at night; 
exercise is not a necessity—breath- 
ing properly is. 
How to go about 


it: 
Watch an infant lying on its 


back if you want to see breathing 
done as it ought to be; or if you have 
got out of the habit of proper respira- 
tion, one of the first points to re- 
member in learning to breathe is to 
keep your shoulders down; they are 
inclined to go up long before the 
lungs are filled. Another part is to 
get control over your lungs; fill them 
slowly, lying on your back if possi- 
ble and feeling them fill; then empty 
them at will—sometimes quickly, 
sometimes slowly. ' Unless the mind 
has control of the muscles which dis- 
tend and empty the lungs, then it is 
no use trying to breathe. 
An hour's 


practice daily will do you more good 
than all the 
gymnasiums in the 


world. Yes, breathing is undoubted- 
ly a lost art, and, if we are to re- 
main a healthy nation, it must be 
recovered/'—Boston Transcript.

It is 
also certain that the pulsations have 
an important bearing upon human 
economy, comfort and safety. 
The 


magnetic climate of this huge spin- 
ning top upon which we dwell is 
one of storms and calms. A mag- 
netic storm may be at its height 
when the sky is cloudless, the winds 
lushed, the sea salm. A magnetic 
clam may occur during rain, hail, 
snow, tempest, lightning or 
tidal 


wave. To probe deeper into the many 
mysteries of magnetic climate is the 
purpose, then, of these projected in- 
stitutions.

pose of preventing outside air from 
mingling with that inside.

will the interior atmosphere the year 


round be kept at an even tempera- 
ure somewhere between 40 and 50 
eg. Fahr. 
The nervous 
compass 


needle, which will play the all im- 
•ortant part in the investigations of 
he observatory, is extremely sensi- 
ive to heat and cold. As it grows 
warmer its magnetism 
diminishes. 


Hence it cannot be depended upon 
o tell the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth, unless 
Totected from heated currents of air. 
Automatic scientists, actuated by 
lockwork, will do all of the routine 
work of this queer institution. 
Ma- 


hinery is not only doing the work 


>f man's hands, but of his brains, 
n these progressive days. 
Just as 


he new census machines will be de* 
tended upon to perform the drudgery 
if counting and classifying our mil- 
ions of fellow 
countrymen, these 


new automatic magneticians will be 
expected to look out for magnetic 
torms and keep a record of every 
fickle current which

other various complicated compasses 
and other magnetic needles, to be 
studied by the observers employed 
at the institution. 
These savants, 


as well as those at 
Honolulu and 


Sitka, will be under the direction of 
Dr. L. A. Bauer, chief of the coast, 
nd geodetic survey's magnetic de- 
partment. 


To the popular mind, the most fas- 


cinating work to be performed in 
ihese observatories will be the study 
of magnetic storms. At the approach 
of an ordinary storm of wind and 
rain, the weathervane whirls and 
cuts various capers, which tell the 
lay weather prophet 
that the ele- 


ments are preparing to pour forth 
their wrath. 
Similarly 
as to the 


magnetic storm. 
His eye riveted 


upon his delicate compass, the mag- 
netlcian in one of the new observa 
tories will see its needle suddenly 
jerk to one side, swing rapidly back 
and forth for a while, and finally 
come to rest to one side or the other 
of it? true north and south line. Here 
it may remain displayed for several 
hours, or several days. 
These the 


manetician will at once recognize as 
the symptoms of a magnetic storm. 
At such times the earth's magnetic 
currents often form into whirls and 
funnel-like vortices in the upper at- 
mosphere, just 
as 
do currents of 


wind. 


Magnetic storms are the opposite 


of thunderstorms, in that they in- 


CHAM in intensity as we approach 
the colder regions of {the wrtht In 


1804, a magnetic storm last-v 


ing two days affected telegraph wires 
running east and west. At the same 
time there occurred brilliant dis- 
plays of the aurora borealis, or north- 
ern lights. Dr. Bauer tells me that 
there is an unquestionable connec- 
tion between sun spots and magnetic 
storms. 
Every eleven or twelve 


years old Sol's face breaks out 
with a serious eruption. At the same 
period the storms are most numerous. 
Th next season of greatest sun-spot 
activity will occur in 1903-4. 
We 


may then anticipate severe disturb- 
ances of the compass needle and tele* 
graph wire. 


As if entering a Mohammedan 


mosque, visitors at the projected ob- 
servatory must doff their shoos at 
the door. This taboo will, however, 
apply only to footwear having iron 
nails in the heels. Before passing 
the threshold the guest must also re* 
move all iron or steel buckles, but- 
tons or clasps from their garments 
and empty their pockets of keys, 
knives or such articles liable to at- 
tract the magnetic needles. The mag- 
neticinns employed at the building 
will wear special clothing. 
Their 


slippers will be sewed rather than 
nailed at the soles and heels. The 
automatic observers in Germany are 
so sensitive to iron or steel that a 
small sewing needle will detract them 
from their sensitive work. Recently 
a sudden and serious magnetic storm 
was indicated by the record of the in- 
struments now temporarily installed 
in a room of the coast and geodetic 
survey. The cause of the phenome- 
non was traced to laborers who had 
been carrying iron pipes through the 
building. 


The trolley car is the arch enemy of 


the magnetician. It is on this ac- 
count that the new standard observa- 
tory must be placed sixteen miles out 
of town. The delicate German in- 
struments will show the effect of 
trolley car movements eight miles 
away. "Were the observatory near an 
electric railway system the instru- 
ments would daily experience a storm 
lasting from the time the -power 
house current was turned on in the 
- 


morning until turned off again at 
night. The kaiser has decreed that 
no electric tramway shall be built 
nearer than twelve miles to his mag- 
netic observatory at Potsdam. The 
car with the single trolley and cur- 
rent creates much greater havoc than 
that with the double trolley. An 
electrical railwav with the latter 
could operate within a half a mile 
of the new observatory without do- 
ing1 damage. 


The three new observatories 


from time to time issue maps show- 
ing the mariner and surveyor the 
exact changes which have occurred in 
the magnetic climate. 


Another interesting bit of work 


in which our magneticians will co- 
operate is the re-location of the north 
magnetic pole and the discovery of 
that to the south. When first dis- 
covered seventy years ago by Cap- 
tain Boss, of the British navy, the 
north magnetic pole was at or about 
Boothia Felix, in British 
tforth 


America, above Hudson's bay. At 
this spot the dipping needle stood 
on end, its north extremity pointing 
down toward the center of the earth. 


Borchgrevink, the Antartic ex- 


plorer who recently reached latitude 
78 degrees, 50 minutes south, and 
thus came nearer to the south geo- 
graphic pole than any other explorer, 
claims to have passed a point where 
the south end of his dipping needle 
pointed straight downward, or to- 
ward the center of the earth. This 
spot, whose location he has not yet 
disclosed, may be the south magnetic 
pole. ' 


Through the German ambassador 


here, President McKinley has prom- 
ised Emperor William that our mag- 
netic observatories will foe ready on 
September 1, 1901, to co-operate with 
the great German-English Antartic 
expedition now fitting out to ex- 
plore the south geographic and mag- 
netic poles. 
The north magnetic 


pole is known to be always on the 
move, and there is every reason to 
believe that that to the south is none 
the less restless. 


HOW TO TIE SHOE LACES. 


It is well to remember that there 


is a way of securely fastening the 
laces of shoes. Proceed exactly as if 
you were to tie an ordinary bow, but 
before drawing it up pass th» right- 
hand .loop through the knot, and 
give a steady pull on both sides. You 
may walk, dance or ride a bicycle all 
day, 
and the knot will remain in- 


tact, in untying, be sure to pull 
the right-hand string, and you will 
have no trouble, but if you pull the 
other you will only strength the 
knot.

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WEIGHT OF THE EABTHI 


$ A German Technical Scientist 
< » 


figures It Is 
Trillion Pounds. 


11,913,000 - 


The earth weighs 11,913,000 tril- 


lions pounds, or written in units, 
11,913,000,000,000,000,000,000 lbs 


Dr. B. Borchardt a German tech- 


nical scientist, has arrived at this 
conclusion after years of study and 
numerous delicate experiments. Mod- 
ern technology deals with the most 
infinitesimal as well as the 
most 


enormous quantities. 
The tremen- 


dous masses of stone 
piled upon 


each other in the majestic pyramids 
of ancient times dwindle almost to 
naught, in point of 
weight, com- 


pared with the masses of iron and 
steel bolted together in the modern 
skyscraper* 
The 
Eiffel 
tower in 


Paris required 900 tons of structural 
iron. In the Masonic Temple 3,700 
tons of iron and steel were used, in 
the Monadnock building 5,800 tons, 


the new federal building will 


require 11,000 tons* But there aie 
other uses for the ore dug from the 
earth. 
Locomotives 
and 
railroad 


cars, modern steamships, and the big 
fighting machines of the navy le- 
quire thousands upon thousands of 
tons of iron. 


All these enormous weights 
are 


taken from the earth and yet still 
belong to the eaith. 
Evan the bal- 


loon with all it carries departs not 
one moment- from the earth, if the 
iktter is considered as a planetary 
unit. 
How much, then, does the 


earth weigh? Is it at all possible 
to arrive at any satisfactoiy answer, 
and if so, how is the result reached? 


Dr. Sorchaidt has made some in- 


teresting experiments in this direc- 
tion. 
In hU measurements he used 


the centner, or hundred-weight; the 
kilo, about two pounds; the meter, 
about three feet, and the liter, about 
a quart, and for simplicity's sake 
these designations may be retained 
here. 


ERROR IN THE QUESTION. 


In the first place, the German sci- 


entist maintains that the question, 
"How much does the earth weigh?" 


in form not quite correct, because 


weight is no quality which is unal- 
terably attached to any body inde- 
pendent of its surroundings and in- 
dependent of any relations to other 
bodies. The pressure which a body 
exerts upon its support, or the pull 
it causes when suspended, is its 
weight, but this weight is change- 
able though the body remains the 
same* 
For instance, the 
oidinaiy 


spring scale used in the household, 
if taken by the arctic explorer to the 
polar region, will register a heavier 
weight than in this latitude, and if 
taken to the tropics each kilo will 
show a loss of two or three grammes* 
The body to be weighed remains the 
same, but the surrounding conditions 
differ. 
Thus, a kilo of the earth 


would weigh on]y one-fifth on the 


with a Mrtrta fowl/ - This force* Is 
measured to the ffcnpject way by 
th*p*odpct of the attracted mass and 
the velocity which it assumes in its 
descent to the earth in each second 
which, in the middle latitudes, is 
about 9.81 meter in each second. 


If it were possible to ascertain the 


force with which a known mass, say 
a bulk of lead of 1,000 kilo, attracts 
a body, it would be easy to calculate 
how much of this force would remain 
at a distance of 6,378 kilometers, the 
radius of the earth. As many times 
as the known effect of the attraction 
of the earth surpassed the effect of 
the bulk of lead at this distance, so 
many times would the mass of the 
earth surpass that of'the 1,000 kilo 
of lead. The entirs problem, there- 
foie, culminates in the attraction of 
a known mass on any smaller known 
mass, 


But this is easier said than done. 


The mutual effect of the masses on 
one another cannot 
be ascertained 


exactly, because the effect 
of the 


earth, the gravity, surpasses every- 
thing else and attracts all 
bodies 


uniformly. 


SOME EARLY EXPERIMENTS. 
The first scientist who tried to mas- 


ter this problem was the English 
astronomer Maskelyne, who died in 
1811, while director of the Greenwich 
observatoiy. 
Nearly 
forty 
years 


prior to his death he made the meas- 
urements which come into play in 
asceitaining the weight of the eaith, 
He established the proposition that 
a formidable mountain might exer- 
cise an effect upon a free swinging 
pendulum and deviate 
the 
latter 


from its usual direction toward the 
center of the earth. Maskelyne chose 
the Shehallien peak in Scotland and 
found that on each side of this peak 
there was a slight deviation in the 
direction of the pendulum, which 
could be asciitied 
only to the in- 


fluence of the mountain. 


The amount of this deviation shows 


the attractive force of the mountain. 
The mass of the latter can be cal- 
culated if its form and dimensions 
as well as its component parts are 
known. The measurements made for 
this purpose resulted in a reasonably 
exact product, whereupon the mass 
of the earth was ascertained in the 
manner already indicated. The enor- 
mous figure which results is usually 
not stated; it is preferred to divide 
it by the contents of space of the 
earth, 1,083 trillions, 
cubic meter, 


and thus is ascertained the

question 
of the 


weight of the earth is asked it can 
be only in the sense that the entire 
globe could be weighed; that this 
globe were subjected to the influence 
of the earth and hence would exert 
pressure upon its support and a pull 
upon the beam of the scale. But this 
Is not tjie case. The question should 
Ibe: "How mqny kilograms does the 
entire mass of the earth contain?" 


Nearly one-half of the 
earth is 


oxygen. 
About one-fourth is sili* 


cum, which causes the stone foima- 
tion, and the remainin fourth con- 
sists of numerous metals, among 
which the silvery aluminium 
and 


iron occuy first place. The density 
and mass of these substances aie 
known; form and contents of space 
of the earth are also known to a rea- 
sonable degree of exactness, hence 
the layman would think it a rather 
simple pioblein to figure out how 
much mass there is to each of these 
substances and hence to the eatire 
earth. 


PERPLEXITIES OF PROBLEM. 
But the problem is not so simple 


medium density of the earth Maske- 
lyne found the surprising result of 
4.71—that is, each liter contains on 
an average five times as much mass 
as a liter of water, 4.71 kilogram. 


This result was so much the more 


surprising because the solid parts of 
the earth crust are on an average 
scarcely half so dense, and it 
is 


therefore not to be wondered at that 
measurements of the earth's density 
were tried after other measuremnts, 
so much th more because the result 
ascertained could not be considered 
to be exact, for the mass of the She- 
hallien was in many respects only an 
estimate. 
Of the different methods 


which were possible and which were 
tried a direct weighing promised the 
best results. 
But how should such 


a scale be constructed to suffice for 
the desiied purpose? 


The usual scale appeared, at first 


sight at least, to be in no way fit to 
ascertain the influence of a larger 
mass on a smaller 
because 
both 


scales would be uniformly influenced. 
It was Necessary, therefore, to con- 
struct a special apparatus, the so- 
called Cavendish scale. From a hori- 
zontal arm a light horizontal stick 
with a small leaden ball at each end 
is suspended by a silk thread. To 
turn such a stick on the horizontal 
plane but little force is required, be- 
cause the gravity has to be combatted 
in no manner, but only the infini- 
tesimal resistance of the silk thread, 
which in this experiment has to over- 
come a torsion or twist. If upon the 


provided that a liter of «arth man 
contains on an average 5^ kilo. 


The "more delicate geometrical in- 


struments and methods of measure- 
ment of modern times, however, led 
to the desire to ascertain the result 
with greater exactness. Particular- 
ly the scale has become an instru- 
ment of precision which promised the 
best results. 


How important this instrument is 


in astronomy may be learned, for in- 
stance, from the fact that the mass 
of the earth is the unit after which 
the masses of the other planets and of 
the sun *r« fixed. Of the various 
experiments which have been made 
in this respect in recent times there 
is one the principle of which is of 
a positively startling simplicity* 
Imagine a so-called double scale- 
that is, 
<* scale from the bowls of 


which others bowls are suspended by 
a stick a little more than two meters 
ii; length. If two masses of equal 
weight, a kilo, are placed on the 
bowls, one hi each, either the two 
upper or the two lower, the scale will 
balance, but if one of these masses 
is placed in the upper bowl of one 
side and the other in the lower bowl 
of the other side, there will be a small 
difference, because the upper kilo is 
farther from the center of the earth 
than the lower, and therefore lighter. 
The difference is an insignificant one 
but still it is a difference perceptible 
with a delicate scale. 


Now, if a heavy mass is brought 


between the upper and lower bowl? 
it increases by its attraction the 
weight of the kilo above and lessens 
in likr manner the weight of the 
lower. Hence if the kilos are placed, 
one on an upper, the other on a lower 
bowl, they show another difference 
than the one mentioned, and these 
two differences combined permit the 
calculation of the attraction of the 
heavy mass upon the two kilos. 
! 


For the last thirteen years meas- 


uiemt 11 ts *ifter this principle have 
been made in the fortress of Spnu- 
dau with a mass of lead 100,000 kilo- 
grams (100 tons) in weight. 
The 


fortress was chosen on account of the 
amount of lead required and because 
other conditions, such as isolation, 
assistance, etc., were perfect. 
Aftei 


thirteen years of arduous work and 
painstaking 
experiments it was 


found that the medium density of the 
earth is 5.505—reasonably close to 
the work of Lord Cavendish, if the 
latter's crude instrument is consid- 
ered. 


The contents of space of the earth 


are figured at 1,083 billions cubic 
kilometer, that is 1,083 tiilliona 
cubic meters. 'Each cubic meter hav- 
ing 1,000 liter, and each liter aver- 
aging 5.5 kilo, it follows that the en- 
tire mass is 5,956,500 trillions, or 
nearly six quadrillions kilo. 
In 


numerals this figure would be 5,956,- 
500,000,000,000,000,000,000 
kilo- 


grams, or nearly 120,000 trillions 
hundred-weight, or 5,598,500,000,- 
000,000,000,000 tons. 


A BRUTAL FATHER. 


Nobody can have any adequate con- 


ception of this enormous mass. If, 
as many suppose, the earth resulted 
from the gradual concentration of 
meteors, and if it is supposed that ir 
every second a meteor of 100 pounds 
had aggregated, then it would have 
required 400 billion years before the 
earth would have assumed its presen; 
mass.

masses are, If the distance is dou 
bled the masses exert only the fourth 
part of the original force upon each 
other. If it is trebled the attraction 
has decreased to the ninth part, If 
the distance 
is ten-fold it is only 


one-hundredth part. Now, knowing 
how heavy a certain mass, a kilo for 
instance, is on the 
surface of the 


earth, you may imagine the earth as 
a globe which acts exactly as if its 
entire mass were united in the cen- 
ter, and the effect of this enormous 
mass upon its surface, that is for 
the distance of its radius of 6,378 
kilometers, fo still so great that a 
kilo attracted by it presses a spring 


turntable of the scale 
two

bodies, lumps of lead, 
are placed 


close to smaller ones, however on dif- 
ferent sides, one before the other be-

Lesson for Sunday, August 5, 1900. 
Topic—"Jesus and the Children." 
Text—Matthew xviii., 1-14. 


INCIDENTS IN LIFE OF JESUS. 
The portion of scripture now to be 


studied and the incident in the line 
of Jesus now to be surveyed we may 
name an object lesson for all kinds 
of gleaners who would lead a higher 
lif*. There was what we may call 
a surprising circumstance which oc- 
casioned 
the blessing of the chil- 


dren. To catch the run of events 
which lead up to it we recall tho 
Transfiguration—last lesson—and re- 
member that Peter, James and John 
were the honored witnesses on the 
mount of the amazing glory of their 
Master, when His face and form were 
flooded with spiritual splendor. Then 
departed saints 
descended 
on the 


high summit of the mount and the 
higher summit of communion with 
God to hold converse with Christ. To 
crown all, there came a voice from 
the invisible, saying; "This is My 
Son, My chosen, hear Him." 


When the master and 
the three 


members of His apostolic class went 
down from that altitude of opportu- 
nity and experience Jesus led the 
way back from the region of Cesarea 
Fhilippi, where we have saeii Him 
in the last two lessons, toward Gali- 
lee. 0alilee, and especially the city 
Capernaum, had of all places 
the 


most powerful attractions for Jesus, 
When He and those with Him ar- 
rived there now the Jewish authori- 
ties tested His professed loyalty to 
law by (Matt xvii., 24) calling upon 
Him for the temple tax. Addressing 
Peter the officials asked: "Doth no4; 
your Master pay (the half shekel 
tribute?" He said, "Yes."

Peter submitted the matter to Christ 
the Lord showed reasons why He 
should not be thus taxed. Neverthe 
less, "lest we cause them to stum- 
hie/' it shall be paid, and it was paid

CHILD AS AN OBJECT LESSON,

come to pass. 
Such us have studied 


and striven to serve their God by 
serving their fellow-men rank higher 
than titles, talents, or attainments of 
any sort have uplifted others to en- 
joy. 
Thus talked Christ in (possi- 


bly) Peter's house in Capernaum con- 
cerning the relative greatness of 
men. 
But He did not stop at that. 


There may have been a little child 
running about the room, and that 
furnished Jesus with an object les- 
son which He promptly set before 
them (lesson veisc 2). 
He not only 


gave His estimate of a child, but 
gave all adults to know that if they 
will have any part in the kingdom of 
heaven, here and hereafter, they 
must have the child spirit developed 
in their lives.

sion is not common to mankind. In- 
deed, it is necessary, in order to se- 
cure it, that we "be converted" (les- 
son veise 3), or turned around from 
what we are by birth to which we 
must become, by a new birth.

A 
little child lives in the confidence o 
care from those who are its natura' 
caretakers. 
No solicitude does

Jesus decides that one who causes a 


dear child of His to miss his footing 
and fall would be well off if he were 
itink out of sight before penalty is 
nflkted, so disastrous will that pen- 
alty be. And having opened the 
matter of the sinfulness of sin, our 
Lord enlarges (lesson v., 7-9) in truly 
;errible terms. 
He enjoins upon 


them, and by jthis gospel still enjoins 
upon ns< 1td" iegatd what the iTotfd 
might esteem a small matter of evil j 
as a vital matter. If thine eye; orj 


, or any member cause thee to sin, 


Mtter pluck out and caat off the of- 
fending member than to let the evil 
ivolve and spread over the whole per- 
on. Better use the surgery of self- 
iscipline and denial to an extreme 
ixtent than to allow the whole being 


be defiled. Of course, we uuder- 


tand that Jesus spoke in figurative

Because He was too wise to 


alk nonsense; and it would be stark 
nonsense to suppose that chopping 
n a foot or gouging out an eye would 
ffect any change in one's choices of 
good or evil. 


LANGUAGE IS FIGURATIVE. 
Jesus used the language in our les 


;on (verses 7-9) figuratively, and He 
ntended to teach us that so destruc- 
ive is evil, whether evil dispositions 
or evil desires, that wisdom would 
decree to conquer and cast them out 
at whatever extreme cost of effort 
or expense of pain* 


Having laid down these penetrat- 
ng precepts concerning evil, he re- 
turns to the gentler instruction as to 
the treatment that should be given 
to the "little ones," the undeveloped 
ones, the partially instructed ones. 
Let them not be (lesson verse 10, 
despised on account of their imper- 
fections* For, p«! the Master adds 
these which some despise are in th 
dear care of God, who appoints angel 
to watch over them.

Kottingdean is a tiny and primitive 


place, a mere hamlet nestling1 in a 
small hollow in the down on the edge 
of the sea, ?bout four miles away 
from the enormous and fashionable 
town of Brighton, The original vil- 
lage lay about one-eighth of a mile 
from the sea, out of the wind and in 
the sun—the south coast oi' England 
is a fairly bright region. 
It con- 


sisted of a few houses and an ancient 
little stono church, clustered about 
a small green with a tiny pond in it. 
One of these houses, a simple and 
unpretentious one, belongs 
to Mr* 


Kipling, another, across the green, to 
his cousin, Sir Philip Burne-Jones, 
son oi the celebrated painter. 


The original village supported it-

during all this time children have 
drawn from itsj>ages their first no- 
tions of Russian government and 
Bussian life. Apart from whatever 
merit the book may have—a point on 
v/hich the recollections of few people 
probably, are clear enough to speak- 
there was something about the pen* 
alty of banishment, and banishment 
to Siberia, which took an extraor- 
dinary hold on the imagination. The 
enormous distance which the exile 
had to travel, the Arctic climate and i 
surroundings in which they were sup- 
posed to be doomed to drag out what 
remained .of life, the impossibility of 
escape except at the cost of untold 
risk and suffering—all helped to 
make a picture of appalling cruelty.

idea of Siberia and its exiles had been 
nearer the truth the czar's latest re- 
form might not have been pro- 
claimed. Had Siberia resembled the 
north pole as closely as we thought 
when we were children, it would have 
mattered veiy little by whom it was 
peopled. Had all the exiles been sent 
to Siberia for political reasons, they 
might hive gone on living there 
without the Bussian government tak- 
ing any further thought about them. 
But the true Siberia and the real ex- 
iles brought in a different set of con- 
siderations. The Siberia of fact 'has 
very little in common with the Si- 
beria of fiction. It has been the fate 
of many countries to 'be judged en- 
tirely by their -winter climate, and 
this has been 'specially the case with 
Siberia. For many years past ge- 
ographers and men of science have 
known the value of some, at all 
events, of the vast provinces which 
go under this general name, and the 
slow development of Eussian policy 
in the far east has of late turned the 
mind of the government in the same 
direction. 
The great Sibeiiaii rail- 


way has not been constructed merely 
to carry prisoners. If it has its po- 
litical end in Manchuria, it has its 
economic end on thf> road to Man- 
churia. The vast plains over winch 
the new line is carried have agricul- 
tural possibilities yet to bs developed 
and in the combination of farming 
and mineral industry the Bus^ian 
government sees, or thinks it sees, a 
future 
of unexampled prosperity 


But how is the country to be peopled? 
That is a problem which presents no 
difficulty to a Bussian s teaman 
He is confronted 'by the spectacle of 
poverty 
nearer 
home, 
and 
the 


simplest w*y to remedy this is to 
move tho Bussian peasants 
from 


land where they are too thick upon 
the ground to land/ which/ is waiting 
for some one to cultivate it. Russia 
like Ireland, has her congested dis- 
tricts—congested in point of propoi- 
tion of population to means of sub 
sistence if not in proportion of in- 
habitants to the square mile—but 
Bussia, unlike Ireland, has ground 
enough and to spare for her whole 
population, with no sea to cross in or- 
der tD get to it and no change of lire 
or administration to encounter on 
their arrival. 


As soon as this state of things 


come to be realized the Russian au- 
thorities could not but 
reconsider 


the contribution they have hitherto 
been making to tho provinces in ques- 
tion. 
They have managed to asso- 


ciate Siberia with crime, and with 
the punishment of crime.

even in the minds of the most con- 
servative Russians, us to the wisdom 
of tho step the czar has taken. 
It 


must, so to say, have been tfiken for 
him by the opening of the railway 
and the growth of population. That 
it marks an advance in the treatment 
of prisoners mny qJso, we think, be 
assumed. The hardships of the jour- 
ney, often very terrible, 
and the 


completeness of the consequent sep- 
aration from every earthly tie, must 
hnve been a gieat undesigned addi- 
tion to the re verity of the punish- 
ment* Though Russian prisons may 
have terrors of their own, Ihey are 
less remote as regards situation, and, 
so far, less removed from the possi- 
bility of inquiry and improvement

The disease, diabetes, showed, how- 
ever, th?.t su^ar might exist very 
plentifully in the blood, and yet the 
nutrition of an individual suffer very 
much for the lack of it 
Something 


else beside its mere presence in tno 
system ws necessnry to secire it* 
consumption by the tissues. Ber- 
nard thought that the liver v/as ac- 
tive in the consumption of sugar, and 
that disease of this organ, caused dia- 
betes. He therefore cccured some of 
the blood going to the liver of a liv- 
ing onimil find some of tho blood 
that was just leaving it. To his sur- 
prise the blood leaving the liver con- 
1 lined more sugar than that enter- 
ing1 it. After assuring himself tliac 
his observations were correct, lie trie.l 
his experiment in different ways. Ha 
found that even in the blood leaving 
the liver of an animal that had been 
fed only on substances containing no 
sugar, sugar could be demonstrated. 
Even in a fasting arimal the liver it- 
self and the blood leaving it showed 
the presence of a form of sugar. The 
cnly possible conclusion from this 
was that the liver was capable of 
manufacturing this form of sugar out 
of non-sugar-containing material, or

AFFECTS THE VISION. 


For -several months past I have been 


making the rounds of our large tobac- 
co factories in Cincinnati making" ex- 
aminations among the employes to de- 
termine how many ot them were af- 
fected with tobacco timblyopia, as well 
as to collect such other statistics as \vere 
available in regard to this, subject. 
Some years ago I spent a year or more 
n making a similar series of these ex- 
aminations in our tobacco, factories, 
tendings- in my recent examinations, 
correspond in. mo&t particular with 
thost* in the first series. The factories 
examined into employ collectively over 
2,-OOG people, of whom gome thing over 
oawe-hiilf are females, ranging from 10 
to- 45 years of age* Out of this- mimber 
153 males were examined and 50 fe- 
males. Of the males. 23 were more or 
ess affected with tobacco blind.ne.ss; of 
the 50 femalesi only two were found to 
t>e affected. The males examined'were 
between 35 and Co years of age, and 
they were all known to be heavy smok- 
ers or chewers of tobacco. Some of 
them both chewed and smoked, but 
a general thing the heavy snnokers were 
not heavy chewers and vice versa. 
None of these men drank to any great 
extent. 


The majority of those examined 


showed evidence of a contraetedcondi- 
tkm of both pupils. This was present 
in many who showed no other evi- 
dence oJ! tobacco poisonring, but it, was 
marked and persistent in those who 
showed1 -other weli-majrketi evidence of 
tobacco infection.

failure of vision. Three-fourths of tihe 
men examined were over 35 years ol

Experiments made in good light 


aud* on a smooth sea have resulted in 
fixing the distance at which the sub- 
marine, running 
on the 
surface, 


would become visible at about sev- 
enteen hundred yards. To be on the 
safe side it has been decided in prac- 
tice to make it one mile. 
This is, 


therefore, described as the "maxi- 
mum range of visibility." 


It is thus obvious that beyond a 


distance of one mile the submarine 
can navigate on the surface of the 
water without fear of its being dis- 
covered; to approach any nearer it 
must sink below the waves to ensure 
safety. 


But should it happen that in sink- 


ing the submarine is deflected from 
its course, the compass would not 
show the deviation, providing 
the 


vessel kept parallel to th^ course de- 
cided upon Therefore some time be- 
fore arriving at the distance decided 
upon as the best for launching the 
torpedo (270 yards), the submarine 
will come rapidly to the surface, ver- 
ify or correct its position, and then, 
again submerging itself, it will move 
up to within 270 yards of its object, 
launch the torpedo, and hastily re- 
tire, not coming to the surface again 
until quite-a mile away. 


The one weak point in this maneu- 


ver is the return to the surface at a 
distance of four or 
five 
hundred 


yards, that is to say, within tVe ra- 
dius of visibility. 
If the sea was 


very calm th*» optical tube, or con- 
ning tower, could be employed up to 
within 500 yaitis. At that distance, 
however, the tube would begin to 
be visible to those on board the ob- 
ject of attack, 


A more interesting case presents 


itself in an attack on a moving ob- 
ject—for example, a war vessel ma- 
neuvering in the open or changing 
its position in a squadron. 
Then 


we have an exhibition of somewhat 
more complicated tactirs. 


The submarine must first of all es- 


timate the speed of the moving ob- 
ject 
Calculating upon this basis, 


it will take a course which will en- 
able it to intersect that of the war- 
ship at a given point. 
That is a 


very common problem in navigation 
and in artillery work, and one that 
causes a sailor little trouble. 
culty, however, may arise by tha 


"^warship modifying- its course or its 


speed while the submarine is sub- 
merged. 
Therefore, besides coming 


to the surface at the usual distance 
of 500 yards, the submarine 
will 


. -have to repeat the maneuver at 270 


yards just before launching the tor- 
pedo. 


One curious fact must be noted in 


fixing the military value of the sub- 
marine. 
It has been asked, while 


admitting the invisibility of the sub- 
marine 
during naval 
operations, 


.whether it is not possible to be other- 
wise advisad of its 
approach and 


avoid attack. 
As is well known, all 


battleships are furnished with mi- 
crophones, which receive the sound 
of the waves and notify, especially 
in the night time or during a fog, 
the presence and approach of other 
vessels. However, while at a consid- 
erable distance the approach of ships 
of even small tonnaga is notified by 
the microphone, this apparatus re- 
mains mute as far as the submarine 
is concerned. 
The 
explanation of 


this fact is to bs found in the ab- 
sonce of oscillation from the subma- 
rine's electric motor, the moKon oJf 
•which is a continuous rotation and 
not the spasmodic jerk of tho ordi- 
nary piston which so much affects 
the microphone. 


It has, however, beep 
remarked 


that while from the bridge of a ship 
a submerged object can bs discovered 
when it is quite near the surfacg of 
the water, if observations are taken 
from a greater height the depth at 
which an object may be perceived is 
greatly increased. It is, therefore, 
probable that the progress of aeros- 
tatics will before long1 have a consid- 
erable effect in modifying the invis- 
ib'iiity of the 
submarine. Experi- 


ments made by means 
of captive 


balloons attached to the 
warships 


have established the important fact 
that at a height of 200 or 300 yards 
submerged objects can be seen at a 
depth of from 30 to 40 yards and at 
a radius of more 
than 200 yards 


around the balloon, The higher the 
balloon goes the wider becomes the 
range of observation, and naturally 
the greater the security of the aero- 
naut. It has been thought of add- 
ing to the equipment on every war 
vessel a balloon for the purpose of 
keeping a watch Jn the depths of the 
surrounding sea, and it may well 


' be believed that if aer}al navigation 
' Tbecomes a practical reality it will 


Jirove to be the most formidable ad- 
versary of the submarine. This is a 
possibility 
which 
requires to be 


: noted.

SWISS NATIONAL INSURANCE. 


In a report to the state depart- 


ment, Consul General Dubois, at St. 
Gall, gives some interesting facts 
about the proposed Swiss accident 
aud military insurance law. 
This 


law, which was recently defeated by 
a two-thirds vote, prescribed oblig- 
atory insurance in cases of sick- 
ness and accident. 
The govern- 


ment's share of the expense of the 
entire premium of the insurance was 
to be 20 per cent., the labor 20 per 
cent, while the employers of labor 
were to bear 60 per cent. 
The text 


of the proposed law contained 400 
articles, among which was the mili- 
tary insurance clause, which met 
considerable opposition by the mili- 
tary classes. 
The project was de- 


feated this time by 195,000 votes. 
Glarus was the only province out of 
the twenty-two cantons which gave 
a majority in favor of the proposi- 
tion. 
There are various 
causes 


which helped to defeat this measure. 
In agricultural districts it was con- 
sidered to be of advantage to the 
industrial centers. 
Great dissatis- 


faction was shown by the people en- 
gaged in house industries, because 
the law was made compulsory for 
some and optional for others. Strong 
opposition was met with among the 
large 
manufacturers, 
especially 


those of the silk industry, because 
they were convinced that the law 
would tax them heavier than they 
were being taxed under the compul- 
sory system which is at present in 
existence. 


SECRET COMMISSIONS. 


Lord Uussell of Killomen 
was 


thought to be exaggerating the evils 
of secret commissions in the busi- 
ness world when he first tackled that 
question two years ago. 
His first 


speech on the subject drew forth 
many 
indignant 
disclaimers. 
In 


particular 
the medical profession 


was highly affronted by the state- 
ment that doctors received commis- 
sions for recommending undertakers, 
Truth has within the last few days 
published the information that cer- 
tain west end caterers, who trade as 
a limited company, have placed the 
greater part of their shares with 
butlers and cooks in private families, 
securing thereby the certainly of 
recommendation. A more ingenious 
scheme of indirect bribery it would 
have been difficult to devise. Again, 
a gentleman writes to the paper to 
say that his eyes have been opened 
with regard to the cost of his gar- 
den by a chance. perusal of his gar- 
dener's catalogue. 
The catalogue 


was intended solely for the man, and 
not for the master; it contained the 
offer to gardeners only of a commis- 
sion of 10 per cent on any order 
amounting to £10 and upwards.-™ 
London Correspondent.

Defy 
Detection Except by 


Experts.

verywhere, on the street,

One of the things that always has 
sen considered the most difficult to 
ounterfeit is the pearl, the only sub- 
titute that resembled the 
original 


nough to deceive anyone but the 
nercst tyro heretofore being 
the 


Roman pearls, which were beautiful 
t first, but did not wear well owing 
o the wax in their composition that 
auses them to melt from the heat of 
he body. Recently, however, a new 
irocess has been perfected by 
a 


French manufacturer which turns out 
>seudo pearls of such quality as io 
defy detection by any but experts, 
ish. scales and silver being used in 
heir composition'. So closely do they 
esemble the genuine that they have 
jeen strung in alternation with them 
without betraying their secret. 


Pearls arc so highly prized and so 


nany can be worn without overdoing 
he matter that even those women 
vho can afford necklaces and collars 
osting thousands of dollars are fain 
o add to their collection a few addi- 
ional strands at a more moderate 
price. 
These Trench pearls are not 


so very cheap, either. 
A string of 


liem of no great pretensions costs 
ibout $150. 
If it were of real pearls 


t would cost at least ten times that 
amount, however. In a great many 
cases the pearl eardrops that 
my 


ady wears are these clever imita- 
ions. If the stone has been pierced 
:or the setting one may be pretty 
sure that it is the counterfeit, for the 
•eal pearl is seldom pierced, the aim 
aeing to preserve it intact 
and to 


show that it is so. 


The same firm that imports these 


•emarkable French pearls brings over 
limestones of great brilliancy and 
oeauty which easily may be mis- 
taken for diamonds. They are used 
extensively for belt buckles and other 
clasps, for brooches, for combs, for 
the little pins for catching up stray 
.ocks at the back of the hair and even 
for rings. 
A popular fancy is to 


mix imitation and real stones, for 
example, a well counterfeited pearl 
with real diamonds or pseudo dia- 
monds and real pearls. This is only 
carrying to the extreme the tendency 
to enrich an already profuse decora- 
tion of expensive ornaments by deft- 
ly arranging among them ornaments 
of a less costly character that will 
not suffer by contrast with the pre- 
cious stones and will add to the rich- 
ness of .tho effect. 
The whole front 


of a rich evening gown may be em- 
blazoned in this way without giving 
a hint of the economy practiced. 


Among the recent importations by 


the most prominent dealer in semi- 
precious and high-grade imitations 
of real gems are some magnificent 
dog collars, consisting of six or more 
strings of medium-sized pearls with 
clasps of brilliant stones set in silver 
or plntinum, the whole making a rich 
and effective collaret costing 
from 


to $300, whereas if it were what 


it seems to be it would cost from $15,- 
000 to $20,000. The pendants to be 
worn on ix small gold chain, which 
are much approved by fashion, are 
imitated skillfully, even to the pear- 
shaped pearl of 
conspicuous 
size 


which is seen in many of them. 


Some new belt buckles are extreme- 


ly beautiful, having a morning glory 
or some other flower design in nat- 
ural colors inclosed in a circlet of 
'•diamonds.*' 
These buckles cost 


from $25 up and are warranted to 
keep their brilliancy and color in- 
definitely. Similar designs are shown 
in slides for neck velvet or ribbon. 


Large hearts composed of 
small 


imitation diamonds are popular and 
can be bought for as little as $25 or 
as much as $150. Scintillating but- 
terflies' can be had ftft about the same 
price. Emeralds can be imitated ex- 
cellently/ but opals, with their elu- 


sive lights, have banted the most cun- 
ning counterfeiters of gems. 


Turquoises are creeping into fash- 


ion again, both in combination'and 
other jewels and by themselves in 
strings for the neck and similar uses.

when 2,000 Roumanian Jews arrived 
at Quebec. 
Scores were permitted 


to be landed in a state of absolute 
pau perism despite the protests of 
presd and people. - 


READY TO BUILD THE CANAL. 


New York, Aug. 4.^John D. Crim- 


mins, of the syndicate 
formed to 


build a Nicaragua canal under the 
concession given by the government 
of Nicaragua to Edward Eyre and 
Edward F. Cragin, the existence ot 
which was proclaimed yesterday by 
President Zelaya, said that the com- 
pany to construct the canal would 
proceed to carry out the'terms of its 
contract without delay. 
Mr. Crim- 


mins said that the company would 
prefer to have the government leave 
the matter in the company's hands, 
so as to permit a private construc- 
tion and operation of the canal for 
the benefit of the whole world.

berculosis evolved by Nikola Tesla. 
It is described as "electrical oscilla- 
tion/' and it is said to be a sure 
cure of consumption, even in its 
worst stages. 


Dr. Croft C. Carroll, of 21 East 


Twenty-fourth street, is a strong 
advocate of Mr. Tesla's system. 
Other physicians and one clergyman 
verify to the wonderful virtue of 
''electrical oscillation.*' 


Dr. E. P. Iliff, of Newark, a spe- 


cialist in lung disease, who, three 
weeks ago, was declared to be dying 
of consumption, received his third 
treatment yesterday at the clinic in 
Dr. Carroll's office, and then ran to 
catch a car on his way back to New* 
ark. 


Rev. S. W. Switzer, pastor of the 


Baptist tabernacle in Harrison, N. 
J,? who had been sent to Dr. Carroll 
in the last stages of consumption, 
told of his remarkable cure. 


Dr. John B. Rich, president of the 


American Microscopical society, de- 
clared that it was the most wonder- 
ful demonstration of positive bene 
ficial results that he had ever seen 
in the treatment of germ diseases. 


ON APPARATUS TWO YEARS. 
Nikola Tesla had worked for two 


years on the apparatus which Dr. 
Carroll is using in his public clinic, 
It was Dr. Carroll's idea to apply the 
new principle in electricity evolved 
by Tesla to the treatment of con- 
sumption. 
Mr. Tesla had predicted 


that oscillation 
would accomplish 


wonders, but had not thought of us- 
ing it as a germ killer. 


By applying the electrode of the 


Tesla machine Dr. Carroll drives 
through the affected parts a quan- 
tity of electricity which if applied in 
any other way would cause instant 
death. 
With a Tesla "oscillator' 


he handles between 2,000 and 3,000 
volts of electricity with impunity. 


Dr. Carroll says that after the os 


dilation treatment 
all tubercular 


matter is eliminated from the sys- 
tem by the emunctories—the liver, 
kidneys, bowels and general glan- 
dular system. 
The treatment is 


one of destruction to the germs. 


Dr. Iliff told how he had contract- 


ed the tuberculosis from his patients 
about a year ago. 
It had developed 


in the aorta, which is the artery 
leading from the heart to the pul- 
monary system. 
Stenosis of the 


aorta resulted. The tubercular mat- 
ter had clogged the aorta about one 
inch from the entrance to the heart, 
so finally the heart could not pump 
blood to the extremities. 
A drop- 


sical condition ensued. 
Dr. Iliff 


said that in forty-eight hours four 
weeks ago he increased in weight 
thirty pounds. 
SAVED ON VERGE OF DEATH. 
"1 was removed to Dr. Carroll's of- 


fice in New York ten days ago,'* said 
Dr. Iliff. 
"My brother physicians 


protested against my being removed. 
They said there was not the slight- 
est chance of recovery. 
They even 


predicted the hour I was to die. I 
took my third oscillation treatment 
today. 
I am now attending to my 


practice again in Newark and am on 
the speedy road to complete recov- 
ery." 


The testimony given by Rev. Mr. 


Switzer was almost as remarkable, 
He had contracted acute tuberculosis 
four years ago. When he was re- 
moved to Dr. Carroll's house the 
physicians of Newark and Harrison 
told him he had six weeks to live. 
He was attending to his pastoral 
duties in less than three weeks and 
declared yesterday that he had recov- 
ered completly. 


Henry J. Rice, a patient who had 


been put under the electrical treat- 
ment for the first time July 9, when 
he had a respiration of 86, now, it 
was said, had the full use of his 
lungs. 
His respiration was 12. He 


had had tuberculosis of the lungs 
for five years, 
The lower third of 


the right and left lungs was hepatic. 


There had been a cavity at the left 


of the heart bone, so Dr. Carroll 
said, as large as a silver dollar. Dr. 
Carroll declares that the cavity has 
entirely disappeared and is refilled 
with new lung tisaue, 


THEORY OF THE CURE. 


Asked for an explanation of the 


treatment, Dr. Carroll said:

flows, it is his fault; if there is a 
scarcity of crops in a dry season, he 
is blamed; if part of a town is wiped 
out by fire, something 
must 
be 


wrong with his administration. Pun- 
ishment in such cases usually takes 
the form of degradation in rank.

THE WRECKAGE. 


John A. McClellan, an extra con- 


ductor who was serving as a flagman 
la=>t night, was crushed to death at 
Hanua by a collision of Pennsylvania 
passenger train No. 38, due here at 
10:25 o'clock, and eastbound freight 
train No. 78. 


The freight was pulling into the 


siding to allow the passenger train to 
pass, when the latter crashed into 
the rear of t'he former, wrecking the 
caboose and a gondola. Mr. McClel- 
lan was standing on the caboose plat- 
form, next to the gondola, and was 
caught on the end board of the lat- 
ter when the caboose was tipped up 
and telescoped the 
gondola. 
The 


back portion of the 
poor fellow's 


head was crushed and his chest and 
arms were terribly mangled. Death 
was instantaneous. The whereabouts 
of Mr* McClellan were not known 
for some little time after the acci- 
dent, the body being hidden by the 
wreckage. As soon as it was discov- 
ered, it was placed in the baggage 
car of No. 38 and brought to the 


on the part of the trainmen's unions, 
provided that all cars intended for in- 
terstate commerce should be equipped 
with automatic couplers and air 
brakes by January 1, 1898. Becausa 
the railroads declared it impossible to 
secure the materials for the equip- 
ment in time an extension was 
granted to January 1, 1900, and sub- 
sequently a further extension was 
granted to August 1. 


The law provides that the United 


States attorney in the district with 
jurisdiction, upon information fur- 
nished, shall file suits against vio- 
lating companies. 


The penalty provided is $100 for 


each and every offense. The law re- 
quires that the interstate commerce 
commission shall ascertain facts by 
inquiry regarding offending corpor- 
ations and furnish the information to 
the district attorneys* 
Begarding 


the air brake, the statute does not 
specify how many cars shall be so 
equipped. It merely reads: 


"A sufficient number of cars in 


every train, freight and passenger, 
shall be equipped with automatic air 
brakes to control the movements of 
the train." 


The number of cars required to so 


control a train has been fixed, after 
investigation, at 25 per cent, of the 
total number in any train. The in- 
terstate commerce commission has 
approved this per cent.

This supposition is based 
upon circumstantial evidence. Sur- 
veyors have laid out a route from 
Guernsey westward as far as Qgden, 
Utah. On the line that has been con- 
structed and also on the line surveyed 
great care has been taken to find'the 
shortest route, regardless of the pres- 
ent centers of population. The road- 
bed has been prepared with greater 
care and cost than is usually expend- 
ed upon a prairie railway. 
It has 


been graded to a width of eighteen 
feet, heavy oak ties and ninety-pound 
steel rails have been laid and the 
ballasting is heavy and expensive 
Thq intention of the engineers seems 
to liave been to find the shortest line 
and lay the track with as low grades 
and as few curves as possible without 
regard to cost. 


It (has been the opinion among 


many engineers that the Union Pa- 
cific company made a mistake in con- 
structing its line on the south bank 
of the North Platte river along tha 
"overland trail," instead of following 
the "old Mormon trail," on the north 
bank of that river, which is Shorter 
and better. 
The overland caravans 


followed the south bank for military 
protection. 
The Mormons followed 


the north bank to avoid it, and now 
the Burlington company has imitated 
the wisdom of Brigham Young and 
has entered a country which prom- 
ises great things for the future. The 
work of construction tygun only last 
February and trains are now running 
regularly to Guernsey, 129 miles, 
where the work of construction has 
been suspended, although a large 
gang of men is still retained in build- 
ing terminal facilities, which seem to 
be more extensive than the present 
conditions justify. People out there 
expect that a contract will soon be let 
for the extension of the road across 
Wyoming, but the managers of the 
company, so far as appearances are 
concerned, will limit their construc- 
tion during the present year to a 
branch line running up to a group of 
remarkable iron mines seven or eight 
miles back in the mountains.

The revolution which has occurred 


in the railroad business by the enact- 
ment of the national safety appliance 
law can hardly be appreciated by lay- 
men, even on an examination of the 
figures which the transaction 
in- 


volves. The statistics show that on 
July 1 there were some 1,300,000 
freight cars in the country, of which 
91 per cent, were equipped with au- 
tomatic couplers and 61 per cent. 
with air brakes. 


In round numbers about 1,140,000 


cars have been equipped with the 
automatic coupler, which, at $25 per 
car, would foot up $28,500,000.' The 
770,000 cars equipped 
with air 


brakes, at an. average cost of $75 per 
car, would aggregate an outlay of 
$57.750,000, or a total expenditure of 
$86,250,000, and these figures 
considered a conservative estimate. 


But at this, the larger roads figure 


that the decrease in the number of 
xccidents likely to follow the use of 
the safety appliances will make the 
nventment a good one. 


The number of accidents due to the 


coupling of cars by the old coupling 
oin system was given for 1898 as 
one iniured for every fifty-seven 
trainmen employed and one killed for 
every 480 employ**.

Hon. R. C. Bell addressed an en- 


thusiastic audience of democrats at 
the rooms of the Jefferson club in 
tho Tri-State block. 
At the begin- 


ning Senator Bell said that he would 
talk in a friendly manner to the 
club members and would not attempt 
a speech. 
Before he had progressed 


far he became warmed up to his 
subject aud delivered a very enter- 
taining and interesting address, one 
which will be of much benefit dur- 
ing the campaign that is now about 
to begin in earnest. 
The senator's 


arguments and eloquence elicited ap- 
plause, especially when he referred 
to William Jennings Bryan, the 
great leader of the common people. 


The speaker commended the Jef- 


ferson club and explained that such 
organizations were of great benefit 
in spreading democratic gospel to 
the people* He admonished the club 
to be faithful in its adherence to the 
principles of the party and a reward 
was certain to be obtained when the 
life of the declaration of independ- 
ence, which was now threatened by 
the cohorts of republicanism, was 
saved to the people. 
He reviewed 


the history of the federalists and 
anti-federalists during the time of 
Jefferson and Hamilton and con- 
demned the republican party in its 
policy to place in the rear that grand 
old sentiment that "All governments 
derive their Just power from the 
consent of the government," 
and 


"All people are 
created free and 


equal," 
With the issues as pre- 


sented today Senator Bell regarded 
the country as in as great peril as 
in the days of 1861 to 1865 aud 
Looked for the clubs of the demo- 
cratic party to sound to tocsin and 
rally the people to the rescue. 
He 


ridiculed the party which had de- 
clared for bimettalism in 1896, pro- 
vided foreign nations would con- 
sent, and when control of the gov- 
ernment was gained immediately 
proceeded to pass a law which prac- 
tically declares for one standard. The 
party, too, he said, had presented 
as its candidate a man who had re- 
peatedly voted^ and talked for bi- 
mettalism. 


"The democratic party is not op- 


posed to the aggregation of capital, 
tor it realizes that such aggregation 
Is necessary for the successful con- 
duct of a great business. 
Neither 


does it consider it a crime for a man 
to become rich, but it does become a 
crime when, in order to attain such 
riches, capital reaches out its hands 
and grasps within its clutches that 
which is not its own by any lawful 
process, and laughs at the cries of 
the persons thus robbed by it. 


"We are told by the republicans 


that we are prosperous today. This 
is not because of any act of the party 
tending to bring about such a re- 
sult. 
But because we live in a 


country with a people upon whose 
shoulders too great 
burden can 


scarcely be piled for them to stand 
up under. 
If we are prosperous, it 


is not because of the republican ad- 
ministration, but rather in spite of 
it, and because of the limitless re- 
sources of our country. 
To suppose 


the contrary would be to suppose 
that McKinley caused a famine in 
India, that a market might be cre- 
ated for our produce; that he causes 
the dews to descend from heaven, 
the rain to fall and the sun to shine 
and ' that he makes the American 
workingmaji industrious, 
that na- 


ture may respond with a bounteous 
harvest, 


'But when we stop to consider that 


there has bean, along with all this 
so-called prosperity, an increase in 
the expenses of the government, of 
$137,000,000 on account of the war, 
and an increase of bonds to the 
amount of $200,000,000, we may 
well conclude that this- same* pros- 
perity' will have to be paid for, and 
that dearly. 
We are, so to speak, 


financially drunk, and if we not have 
a headache on the financial tomor- 
row, 
as a result, then I am badly 


mistaken. 


"With our present course of with- 


holding the rights of self-govern- 
ment from the Cuban and the in- 
habitants of certain islands of the 
Pacific, we become as great tyrants 
as England in withholding the sa 
rights from her colonists, and a* 
Spain in pursuing the same course 
toward the Cubans." 


Senator Bell, in discussing the 


Chinese question, said that there 
should be no interference by Ameri 
ca except to protect Americans and 
that no interference looking to the 
ultimate extension 
of American 


ownership to that section should be 
thought of. 
He was opposed to 


making people good at the point of 
the bayonet. 
In his closing re- 


marks he admonished the club to 
continue its good work and share in 
the glory of, electing that fearless, 
strong calm leader, William J. Bry- 
an, to the p&Md«fldy.

I! THE ONLY NEWSPAPER PUBLISHED IN PEKIN IS THE 


OLDEST JOUBNAL IN THE WORLD. 


Dr» Karl Witte, formerly interpre- 


ter of the German embassy in Pe- 
kin, contributed to the Koelnische 
Zeitung a series of sketches concern- 
ing China, of which a recent one is 
relative to journalism in China. Ac- 
cording to this sketch, the Pekin 
Gassette—if the title of the publica- 
tion is freely translated—is the old- 
est newspaper in the world. 
The 


date of its first publication is placed 
somewhere during the reign of the 
Tung dynasty (970-1366). 
The pa~ 


per is not an official gazette in the 
strict meaning of the term, but a 
publication authorized by the gov- 
ernment, which acquaints the coun- 
try with 
imperial edicts and or- 


dinances of the higher authorities, tion. 
without any editorials or other com- 
ments. 
The latter are not neces- 


sary, because the government ac- 
companies nil orders for reward or 
punishment 
with 
explicit 
argu- 


ments. 
The "leader" of this publi- 


cation is always an imperial edict, 


t even if it refers solely to some peti- 
tion, which invariably accompanies 
the imper al utterance. 


The Pekin Gazette appears daily 


and is eagerly read by all intelli- 
gent Chinese in eve'-y part of the 
great empire* 
Thousands of scribes 


in the provinces find occupation in 
copying parts of the publication for 
such readers as are unable to pay the 
regular subscription for the entire 
paper. 
The subscription price is 


about $6 per annum. 
The paper is 


printed by means of wooden types, 
which, like the modern metal types, 
are distributed again for subsequent 
use, and consists ordinarily of from 
ten to twelve sheets of thin, light 
brown tissue. Bed lines divide each 
page into seven columns, and each 
of the latter contains fourteen char- 
acters. 


ORD33BS OF THE MANDARINS. 
A semi-monthly issue is devoted to 


orders promulgated by the manda- 
rins. 
One of these issues—of Janu- 


ary 4, 1897—cites ten cases of high- 
er military and civic officials who 
were guilty of glaring neglects of 
duty. 
The civil governor of Kirin 


placards in this issue not less than 
five higher officials. 
One of them* 


a general stationed near the fron- 
tier, is accused of having committed 
brutalities against peaceable inhabi- 
tants and of having embezzled the 
pay for a number of soldiers who 
figured only on paper and never ex- 
isted in reality. 
A civil commis- 


sioner who was detailed to investi- 
gate this case never appeared upon 
the scene. 
A colonel of the same 


district is accused not only of hav- 
ing neglected to send soldiers in pur- 
suit of robbers who pillaged a vil- 
lage but to have tolerated the sack- 
ing of houses by his soldiers. 
A 


third military 
official is charged 


with having appropriated repeated- 
ly a number of guns and sold them, 
so that his men had neither sufficient 
arms for drill nor for the suppres- 
sion of gangs of robbers infesting 
the district. 
This same official also 


carried a number of men on paper 
and appropriated their pay. 


Tor the conduct of these three 


military mandarins the emperor had 
no stronger condemnation than that 
it was "undignified," and their pun- 
ishment was the striking of their 
names from the rolls. 
The same 


issue charges a general and a major 
with cowardice. 
They were ordered 


to attack a mountain stronghold of 
the robbers. 
First they delayed the 


march in an altogether indefensible 
manner, and finally they did not 
dare to proceed to the attack. These 
two officers were also dishonorably 
discharged, "as a warning to oth- 
ers." 
PRESS OF THE TREATY PORTS. 


All other Chinese newspapers be- 


sides the Pekin Gazette are pub- 
lished in the treaty ports, for the 
simple reason that the publishers 
feel safer there than anywhere else 
from arbitrary prosecution by the 
viceroys and other high mandarins. 
These publishers frequently employ, 
for the sake of a freer expression of 
opinion, Europeans at a fixed salary, 
who simply furnish their names ad 
responsible editors. 
A number of 


foreigner^ are also employed on 
newspapers printed in the Chinese 
language. 
These papers are all 


published in the foreign quarters of 
the treaty ports. 


The first of these provincial papers 


appeared about forty years ago in 
Shanghai, and two others followed 
soon afterward in Tien T&in and 
Canton. 
They are nominally pub- 


lished by foreigners, but, as a mat- 
te* of fact, owned by Chinese. Since 
that time, and particularly since the 
war with Japan, the number of Chi- 


newspaper* has rapidly in* 


Shanghai Gazette, is the most im- 
portant, and it has an instructive 
history. This leading Chinese news- 
paper has undertaken the task to ex- 
pose and to fight official abuses. 
It 


is paiticulaily bent upon opposing 
the honors of the torture inflicted 
by courts and 
officials, and more 


than one case is on record in which 
the 
courageous attitude 
of 
the 


Shanghai Gazette caused the revoca- 
tion of provincial sentences by the 
central government in Pekin. 


During its career 
of more than 


thirty yeais this newspaper has al- 
ways been in 
the 
van of refoim 


movements, and on this account it Is 
the most influential Chinese publica- 


More than once tue Shanghai Ga- 


zette confronted the danger of being 
suppressed. 
An energetic effort in 


this direction was made by the gov- 
ernor of Shekiang province, who was 
attacked by the paper 
for having 


decreed a judicial murder. TUc &ov- 
einor applied to Prince Kung, who 
WPS then president of the Tsung-li- 
Ynmui, foi an older tu suppress the 
paper, but Piince Kung called the 
governors attention to the risk in- 
volved by the suppression of a news- 
papa published undei the protection 
of a foieign flag in a fomgn settle- 
ment. Moreover, lie added, much to 
the clvigrin of the governoi: ''We 
in Pekin like to read such things.'7 


Besides th* Gazette th«re rue in 


Shanghai twenty other Chinese news 
papeis and periodicals, while before 
the war with Japan there were but 
four. 
The influence 
of Occidental 


culture is also-noted in the lino of 
purely advertising 
mediums. 
The 


Chinese mei chant, shrewd as he is 
by nature, quickly realized the value 
of advertising, and uses this medium 
of success quite extensively. Adver- 
tisements appear on the front page 
of the newspapers, after the English 
style of such publications. 
In re- 


gard to rapidity and extent of re- 
porting interesting events, however, 
the Chinese publishers are away be- 
hind thir Occidental colleagues. They 
content themselves with translating 
telegrams from English newspapers, 
invariably 
giving 
credit 
to the 


source. 
This latter creditable act, 


however, is probably due more to 
the desire for protection than to any 
inherent sense of honesty, 
ANSWERS TO COBKESPOBTDENTS. 


The column, "Answers to Corre- 


spondents/' is one of the most im- 
portant features of the Chinese news- 
papers. 
It 
follows immediately 


after the exhaustive editorial leader, 
which id the principal feature of the 
paper, and its diversity of subjects 
speaks well for the intelligence of 
the readeis. There is also a smat- 
tering of "foreign news," and quite 
a display of domestic news from va- 
rious parts of the empire. The "lo- 
cal page" is fairly well filled with ac- 
cidents, fires, personal matters, and 
the like, but municipal affairs are 
scarcely ever mentioned. Public ad- 
vertisements 
are fairly plentiful, 


particularly in the line of "stolen 
children," for kidnapping seems to 
be the employment of many miscre- 
ants in the big cities of China. 


Journalists in China must be well 


read in the Chinese classics. Oiig- 
inality of style appears to be of far 
less importance to the native news- 
paper writers than the ability to pro- 
duce the greatest number of quota- 
tions germane to the subject treated. 
In this respect Stewart 
Lockhart 


says in his "Manual of Chinese Quo- 
tations": 


per is excellent. They relate mostly 
to scenes between Chinese and Eu- 
ropeans, the latter always 
distin- 


guished by the silk hat, known as 
"stove pipe." 
Of course 
the for- 


eigners are invariably 
made 
the 


laughing stock. 


At the upper rim of the Chinese 


newspapers is the stereotype request: 
"Please be careful of printed paper." 
This appeal 
is 
pretty 
generally 


heeded by the Chinese readeis. News- 
papers are preseived and read and re- 
read again until they almost fall 
to pieces. 
Then comes an employe 


of t he publishers and carries the 
faded papers to the "Wen Miao," the 
literary temple, where they are cre- 
mated in ovens constructed for this 
puipose.

"It isa fortunate thing for man 


and the rest of the animal kingdom," 
said the naturalist, "that no large 
wild animal has a mouth constructed 
with the devouring apparatus built 
on the plan of the insignificant look- 
ing snail's mouth, for that animal 
could out-devour anything that lives. 
The snail itself is such an entirely 
unpleasant, not to say 
loathsome, 


creature to handle that few amateur 
naturalists care to bother with it, 
but by neglecting the snail 
they 


miss studying one of the most in- 
teresting- objects that come 
under 


their observation. 


"Anyone who has noticed a snail 


feeding on a leaf must have won- 
dered how such a soft, flabby, slimy 
animal can make such a sharp and 
clean cut incision in the leaf, leaving 
an edge as smooth and straight as 
if it had been cut with a knife. That 
is due to the peculiar and formidable 
mouth he has. The snail eats with 
his tongue and the roof of his mouth. 
The tongue is a ribbon which the 
snail keeps m a coil in his mouth. 
This tongue is in reality a band saw, 
with the teeth on the surface instead 
of on the edge. 
The teeth 
are so 


small that as many as 30,000 of 
them have been found on one snail's 
tongue. They are exceedingly sharp 
and only a few of them are used at 
a time—not exactly only a few of 
them, but a few of them compara- 
tively, for the snail will probably 
have 4,000 or 5,000 of them in use 
at once. He does this by means of 
his coiled tongue. 
He can uncoil 


as much of this as lie chooses and 
the uncoiled part he brings 
into 


service. 
The roof of his mouth is 


as hard as a bone. He grasps the 
leaf between his tongue 
and that 


hard substance, and, rasping away 
with his tongue, saws through the 
toughest leaf with ease, always leav- 
ing the edge smooth and straight, 


"By use the teeth wear off or be- 


come dulled. 
When the snail finds 


that this tool is becoming blunted 
he uncoils another section and works 
that out until he has come to the end 
of the coil.' Then he coils the tongue! be chro"ic' he, sen(?s his

NO ILLITERATE FINNS. 


"One may well say that quoting 


and style are of equal 
importance 


with Chinese writers. 
Quoting is 


one of the first conditions of literary 
art, and a Chinese writer who does 
not understand to intersperse the re- 
port of the commonest affairs with 
phrases from the books of ancient 
times is on about the same level with 
the Occidental writer who is weak in 
grammar and orthography." 


HATRED OF FOREIGNERS. 


In the line of jingoism and hatred 


of foreigners soc^ of the Chinese 
newspapers prodtii e 
the 
most as- 


tounding things, arid at least a part 
of 
the 
present 
troubles, which 


threaten to involve the existence of 
the empire, must be ascribed to this 
part of the press. 
Those Chinese 


papers which are rabid in the baiting 
of foreigners and foreign institutions 
are run in part or altogether with 
European capital* 
The Hu-Pau, a 


Chinese humorous newspaper, pub- 
lished weekly in green covers, is the 
leader in the agitations against for- 
eigners. Each number contains from 
twelve to twenty pages of illustra- 
tions, chiefly caricatures, and a few 
pages of letterpress. 
The illustra- 


tions are designed in no mean style, 


No one knows precisely the extent 


of Hetty Green's wealth. It consists 
for the most part 
of government 


bonds, railroad stocks and mortgages, 
according to the Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal.

esteem in 


which it is held. 
Six months ago 


an international committee went to 
St. Petersburg1, bearing with them a 
petition signed by hundreds of lead- 
ing scholais fiom all the lands of 
Euiope, expressing their 
high ap- 


preciation of the 
character of the 


Finns and asking that the Russian; 
government abstain from the meas- 
ures it had adopted looking to a sup- 
pression of their political and 
na- 


tional existence. The committee was 
not received by the czar 
and the 


Russians have continued their policy 
of suppression. 
A confirmation of 


the justice of the claims put forth 
in favor of the Finns is furnished 
in a book published by the Russian 
authoress, Mis. 0. R, Popow, of St. 
Petersburg. 
In 
the 
Allgenieine 


Zeitung (Munich, Nos, 51 and 54) 
ippeais a review of this book, from 
which we take the following inform- 
ation concerning- Finn literature: 


There is in this country practically 


not one person to be found who can- 
not read or \viite. There is perhaps 
not a single peasant's hut in Finland 
where a political paper is not regular- 
ly read, and scaicely a Finnish peas- 
ani can be found who cannot lecite 
from memory large portions of the 
writings of Runeberg and Topelius. 
To an unusual extent, political agi- 
tation there is the outcome of the 
development of literature and espe- 
cially of a higher type of journalism. 


The father of the Finnish move- 


ment 
in 
modern literature 
was 


Heniy Gabriel Porthau, who in the 
last three decades of the eighteenth 
century aroused in the Finns a na- 
tional 
enthusiasm 
never 
before 


known. Early in the present century 
a society of patriotic Finns was or- 
ganized to realize in active life na- 
tional and literary ideals of the Por- 
tliauites. At this time the first lit- 
erary journal of Finland was founded 
—the Turnn Viikon Soonomal (Abo 
Weekly News). Since then the press 
of the country has developed in a 
remarkable degree. 
Of the thirty- 


five smaller 
villages 
in Finland, 


there are only five that have not at 
least one periodical, the total num- 
ber of papers being 186, one to every 
13,000 inhabitants. 
Equal enthus- 


iasm is shown for the higher types 
of literature. 
Almost every school 


and class of modern literature is rep- 
resented among the writers of Fin- 
land. "The Finnish Literary asso- 
ciation," which has been at work 
since 1831, is the chief exponent of 
the learning and research of this 
people, and has also translated the 
best specimens of the literature of 
European nations into Finnish.

The advantages of 
a balance of power are well under- 
stood 'm the Forbidden City .—London 
Telegraph* 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 1.—''Fifty 


years from now China will be a great 
manufacturing country,'' said Prof. 
W. J. McGee, of the bureau of ethnol- 


ogy. 
"Her present territory will be 


giidlroned with railroads; her de- 
posits of coal, which are said to be 
vast, will be contributing millions of 
tons per annum to the fuel supply of 
the world, and the pioducjs of hei 
iion mines will govern maiket prices 
in such commodities. She will build 
machine shops and ships, and in cer- 
tain lines 
of industrial 
activity, 


where handwork is indispensable, she 
will be pre-eminent. It seems to me 
not at all unlikely that China may 
be the shoemaker and clothier of the 
world half a century hence. 


"There is nothing the Chinese can- 


not do if they aie told how to do it. 
Left to themselves they have no in- 
dustrial future. 
The Chinese brain 


is not up to an appreciation of indus- 
trial progress, it does not know how 
to take hold of industrial problems. 
Today the empire is an immense ag- 
gregation of stored energy waiting 
to be utilized. During past ages it 
has been developing a vast popula- 
tion which is capable of doing one- 
fourth of the manual labor of the 
world. Add to this population one- 
tenth of 1 per cent, of intelligent for- 
eigners and the Chinese will soon 
find themselves in the front rank of 
piogressive nations. They have the 
physical ability and sufficient intel- 
ligence to do what they are told, be- 
sides which they 
are 
remaikably 


capable of industrial 
organization. 


They can imitate any process and re- 
produce any product. All they need 
is proper instruction 
and requisite 


control and a little time." 


The Chinese consider 
themselves 


our superiors on many grounds, but 
largely because they were 
the in- 


ventois of various arts which 
are 


fundamental in our own civilization. 
They were the first discoverers of 
ink, though even at the present day 
they employ by preference what is 
commonly known as India ink, which 
is a solid substance, composed mainly 
of lampblack and gum, rubbed in a 
saucer to make the requisite solution. 
In place of a pen they utilize 
the 


camel's hair brush, which is much 
better adapted foi producing their 
curious "hieroglyphics. 


Paper was first manufactured by 


the Chinese in the first century, A. 
D. Up to that time they wrote on 
thin slips of bamboo, the instrument 
employed being not a pen or brush, j 
but a pointed tool. The 
books of 


those ancient days were 
made by 


cutting the bamboo, after removing 
the bark, into thin sheets, 
which 


werp strung together so as to com- 
pose a fairly compact, though clumsy 
volume. 


Later on it was found 
better to 


pound the bamboo to a paste 
in a 


mortar, together with water, and the 
resulting substance was spread upon 
a flat surface to dry. This, in fact, 
was the first paper, in the modern ac- 
ceptation of the term, though 
the 


Egyptian papyrus, made from a kind 
of reed that giew along the banks of 
the Nile, antedated 
it by several 


centuries. 
After awhile the manu- 


facture of this paper was improved 
by adding to it silk and othed mate- 
rials. The Tartars borrowed the ait, 
substituting cotton, which was plen- 
tiful in their country, and from them 
the Arabs acquired it, using linen 
instead of cotton. It was in this way 
that paper-making was first brought 
into Europe, being introduced by the 
Arabs, 


About the year 900 A. D. printing 


was cliscoveied in China—nearly 500 
years, that is to say, before the ait 
was known in Europe. The first step 
was .the engraving of characters on 
stone, the marks being transferred to 
the paper in white 011 a black ground. 
Then came 
wooden 
blocks 
with 


raised letters, which ore employed 
even at the present day in China, be- 
ing preferred to movable types, inas- 
much as about 24,000 characters aie 
recognized as in good usage among 
people in that country. 


The art of making porcelain 


discovered in China in the fifth cen- 


is still 
made, employing several 


thousand openitors. 


Silk is said to have been discov- 


ered by a lady named Chang-Tl, a 
wife of the Empeior Hoang-Ti. Since 
her day the empresses of China have 
bied, reared and fed silkwoims as an 
amusement, reeling the cocoons and 
weaving the silk. In the gardens of 
the palace at Pekin is a little forest 
of mulberry trees, and on the occa* 
sion of an annual festival the em- 
press, with the principal ladies of 
the court, gather mulberry 
leaves 


for the woims. Silk in China is so 
cheap that even the uniforms of tup 
soldiers are made of it. 


One of the most notable of the arts 


invented by the Chinese 
was the 


manufacture of gunpowder. The date 
of the discoveiy is wholly in doubt, 
but Marco Polo, the famous traveler, 
who visited the far east in the thir- 
teenth century, said of the people: 
"They raise tempests with flashing 
lightning and peals of thunder." At 
that period the explosive substance 
was used only for fireworks, however. 
Fiom China knowledge of the art was 
caiiied to the Byzantines, who were 
the fhst to employ gunpowder 
in 


waif are.

SrONSIBLE FOB MUCH OF THE WORLD'S WOES. 


Washington, D. C., July 29*—Dr. 


Talmage, who has been spending a 
few days in St. Petersbuig, sends the 
following leport of a discourse, which 
will be helpful to those who have an 
appetite for literature and would like 
some rules to guide them in the se- 
lection of books and newspapers: 
Text, Acts xiv., 19: 
Many of them

"No," 
said the people, "if these books arc 
not good for us, they are not good 
for anybody else* and we shall stand 
and watch until the last leaf has 
burned Ho ashes-. 
They have done us 


n world of harm and they shall never 
do others harm." 
Hear the flames 


crackle and roar! 


BONFIBE OF BOOKS. 


"^Vell, my friends, one of the wants 
of the cities is a great bonfiie of bad 
books and newspapers. 
"We hive 


enough fuel to make a blaze 800 feet 
high. Many of the publishing houses 
would do well to throw into the blaze 
their entire stock of goods. 
Bring 


forth the insufferable trash and put 
it into the fire and let ,it be known, 
in the presence of Ocd and angels 
and men, that you are going to rid 
your homes of the overtopping and 
underlying curse of profligate litera- 
ture. 


The printing press is the mightiest 


agency on earth for good and for 
evil. 
The minister of the gospel, 


standing in a pulpit, has a responsi- 
ble position, but I do not think it is 
as responible as the position of an 
editor or a publisher. 
At what dis- 


tant point of time, at what far-out 
cycle of eternity will cease the influ- 
ence of a Heniy J, Baymond, or a 
Horace Greeley, or a James Grordon 
Bennett, or a Watson Webb, or an 
Erastus Brooks, or a Thomas Kin- 
sella? 
Take the overwhelming sta- 


tistics of the circulatioa of the daily 
and weekly rewspapers and then 
cipher, if you 'an, how far up, and 
how far down, and how far out, 
reach the influences of the American 
printing press. 


GOSPEL LITEKATURE. 


What is to be the issue of all this? 


1 believe the Lard in fends the print- 
ing press to be the chief means for 
the world's rescue and evangeliza- 
tion, and I think that the great last 
battle of the world will not be fought 
with swords and guns, but with 
types and presses—a purified and 
gospel literature triumphing over, 
trampling down and crushing out 
f01 ever that which is depiaveel. The 
only way to overcome unclean litera- 
ture is by scattering abroad that 
which is healthful, 
Hay God speed 


the cyclindcrs of an honest, intelli- 
gent, aggressive, Christian printing 
press. 


I have to tell you that the greatest 


blessing that ever came to the na* 
lions is that of an elevated literature, 
and the greatest scourge has been 
that of unclean literature. 
This last 


has its victims in all occupations and 
deportments. 
It has helped to flll 


inrrane asylums, and penitentiaries, 
and almshouses and dens of shame. 
The bodies of this infection lie in the 
hospitals and in the graves, while 
their souls are being tossed over into 
a lost eternity, an avalanche of hor- 
ror and despair. 
The London plague 


was nothing to it, 
That counted its 


victims by thousands, but this mod- 


, ern pest has already shoveled its mil- 


lions into the charnel house of the 
morally 
dead. 
The longest rail 


train that ever ran over the tracks 
was not long enough or large enough 
to carry the beastliness and the pu- 
trefaction which have been gathered 
up in bad books and newspapers in 
the last twenty years* 


WHAT TO BEAD. 


Now it is amid such circumstances 


that I put a question of overmaster- 
ing importance to you and your fam- 
ilies. 
What books and newspapers 


shall we readP You see I group them 
together, 
A newspaper is only a 


book in A swifter and more portable 
shape, and the same rules which will 
apply to book reading will apply to 
newspaper reading. 
What shall we 


readP 
Shall our minds be the re* 


ceptacle of everything that an author 
has a mind to writeP Shall there be 
no distinction between the tree of life 
*nd the tree of death? 
Shall we 


stoop down and drink out of the 


*4 trough which the wickedness of man

For the sake of our present and ever- 
lasting welfare we must make an in- 
telligent and Christian choice. 


Standing, as we do, chin-deep in 


fictitious literature, the question that 
young people ara asking is: "Shall 
we read novels?" I reply, There are 
novels that are pui3, good, Chiistian, 
elevating to the heart and ennobling 
to the life. But I have "still fuither 
to say that I believe that seventy-five 
out of the one hundred novels in this 
d*y are baleful and destructive to the 
last degree. A pure work of fiction 
is history and poetry combined. It 
is a history of things around us with 
the licenses pnd the assumed name" 
of poetry. The world can never pay 
the debt which it owes to such wri- 
ters oi fiction as 
Hawthorne and 


McKenzie and Landon and Hunt and 
Arthui and others, whose names are 
familiar to all. 


EFPFORTS OF AUTHORS. 


The follies of high life were never 


better exposed than by Miss Ec'ge- 
woith. 
The memories of the past 


were never more 
faithfully 
em- 


balmed than in the writings of Wal- 
ter 
Scott, 
Cooper's novels 
aro 


healthfully redolent with the breath 
of the seaweed and the air oi the 
American forest 
Charles Kingsley 


has smitten the 
moib'dity of the 


world, and led a great mony to ap- 
preciate the poetry of sound health, 
strong muscles and fresh ah*. Thack- 
eray did a giand work in caiicatur- 
ing the pretenders to gentility and 
high blood. Dickens has built his 
own monument in his books, which 
are a plea for the poor and the 
anathema of injustice; and there are 
a score of novelistic pens today doing 
mighty work for God and righteous- 
ness. 


Now, I say, books like these, read 


at night time, and read in right pro- 
portion 
with other 
books, cannot 


help but be ennobling and purifying; 
but, alas, for the loathsome and im- 
pure literature that has come in the 
shape of novels, like a freshet over- 
flowing all tlie banks of decency and 
common sense! Th?y ars coming 
from some of the 
most celebrated 


publishing houses. They are coming 
with the recommendation of some of 
our religious newspapers. They lie 
OH your center table to curse your 
children, and blast with their infer- 
nal iires generations mibsin. You 
And these books in the desk of the 
school miss, m 
the 
tiunk of the 


young man> in the steamboat cabin, 
on th* tabh of tlio hots! reception 
rocm. You s:e a h^H in your 
child's room late at night You sud- 
denly go in and say; "What are you 
doing?" "I am reading," "What 
are you reading?" "A book." You 
look at the book; it is a bad book. 
"Adhere did you get it?" 
"I bor- 


rowed it." 


BAB BOOKSi 


Alas, there are always those abroad 


who would like to loan your son 01 
daughter a bad book! Everywhere, 
everywhere, an unclean literature. I 
charge upon it the destruction of ten 
thousand immortal souls, and I bid 
you #ake up to the magnitude of the 
evil. 


I shall take all tne world's litera- 


ture—good novels and bad, travels 
true and false, histories faithful and 
incorrect, legends beautiful and mon- 
strous, all tracts, all clironicles, all 
poems, all family, city, state and 
national libraries—and pile them up 
in a pyramid of literature, and then 
I shall bring to bear upon it some 
grand, glorious, inalllble, Unmistak- 
able Christian principles. 
Ood help 


me to speak with reference to my last 
account, and help you to listen. 


I charge you, in thr first place, 


to stand aloof from all books that 
give false pictures of life. 
Life is 


neither a tragedy nor a farce. Men 
are not all either knaves or heroes. 
Women are neither angels nor fu- 
ries. And yet, if you depended upon 
much of the literature of the day, 
you would get the idea that life, in- 
stead of being something earnest, 
something practical, is a fitful and 
fantastic and extravagant 
thing 


How poorly prepared are that young 
man and woman for the duties of to- 
day who spent last night wading 
through brilliant passages descrip- 
tive of magnificent 
knavery

And your industrious com- 
panion will be more 
unattractive 


than ever, now that you have walked 
in the romance through parks with 
plumed princesses, or lounged in the 
arbor with the polished desperado.

I rb 
not speak of that kind of literature, 
but that which evades the law 
comes out in polished style, and w*h 
acute plot sounds the tocsin that 
rouses up all the baaci passions of 
soul. Today, under the nostrils cf 
the people there is a fetid, reeking

literature,

poison all the fountains of pubKfi vir- 
tue, 'and smite your sons and daugh- 
ters as- with the wing of a Jestioy- 
ing angel, and it is time tha^ the 
ministers of the gospel blew the 
trumpet and rallied the force o F 
righteousness, all armed, to this 
great battle against a depraved lig- 
ature. 


Again, abstain 
from the books 


which are apolegetic of crime. It is a 
sad thing that some of the best and

brought to make sin attractive. Vice 
is a horrible thing, anyhow. It is 
born in shame, and it dies howling 
in the darkness..

erature is most tremendous for ruin. 
There is no one who can like good 
pictures better than I do* The quick- 
est and most condensed way of im- 
pressing the public mind is by pic* 
turn What the painter does by his 
brush for a few frivoiites, the en- 
graver does by his knife for the mil- 
lion. What the authdi accomplishes 
by fifty pages, the artist does by a 
flash. 
The best part ot a painting 


that costs $10,000 you may buy for 
ten cents. Pine paintings belong to 
the aiistocracy of ait. Engravings 
belong to the democracy of art. You 
do well to gather good pictures in 
your homes. 


But what fchall I say of the pros- 


titution of art to purposes

iquity? These death warrants of the 
soul are at eveiy street corner, They 
smite the vision of the young man 
with pollution* Many a young man 
buying a copy has bought his eternal 
discomiiture.

These papeis, which cams 
from the Libii Collection, were ac- 
quired by the Italian government at 
the Ashburnham sale. They contain 
extensive summaiies of history, nat- 
ural history and 
geography. The

tion of the colonial possessions of 
Oie.it Britain, which ends with the 
mention, since

*St. Helene, little island/' In glanc- 
ing over these Napoleonic manu- 
scrips at Florence some months ago I 
could not help thinking of Gainbet- 
ta's notes."

Deep 
excavations

in producing some relic of antiquity 
in the form of bones and tusks of 
mammoths and other animals.

entists and antiquarians take much 
interest in these discoveries and be- 
lieve that there remains in this coun- 
try as big a field for scientific inves- 
tigation as can be found anywhere. 
The bones of the 
animals 
when 


brought to the air, however, in al- 
most every case crumble into dust. 
It is the tusks that maintain their 
hardness. 


JUVENILE SMOKERS IN JAPAN.

hibiting smoking by young people 
was presented at the house of repre- 
sentatives by Mr. Nemoto anJ four 
others on Wednesday.

Shih-Kai, governor Sfiau Tung, to 
Mr. Fowler, consul at Cha 3Too, pur- 
porting to communicate the same tel- 
egram of July 30 from the tsung-li- 
yamen, but it Is to be noted that .It 
contains a passage omitted from Gov- 
ernor Yunn's message, namely, the 
announcement that as fighting is go- 
ing on in Tien Tsin, it is inexpedient 
to send cipher telegrams to the for- 
eign ministers in Pekin. 


"In this particular, the 
present 


telegram agrees with Consul General 
Goorinow'a report, received yesterday, 
that Earl Li Hung Chang had told 
the French consul at Shanghai, on 
the Hd, that no message's would be 
delivered to tke ministers because 
the foreigners were advancing on 
Pekiu. 


"The tsung-li-yamcn's cablegram 


of July 30th is as follows: 


" 'Foreign ministers in Pekin are 


all safe aiid well. Recently vegeta- 
bles, fruit and provisions have been 
repeatedly supplied to them. Rela- 
tions most friendly. At present con- 
sultations are goir/g on for the pror 
tection of various ministers going to 
Tien Tsin for 
temporary shelter,- 


which will soon be concluded satis- 
factorily.

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PATIENT EXPECTED TO DIE IN 


FEW DAYS RECOVERS. 


New York, Aug. •!.—TJiiusunl in- 


terest baa been aroused among phy- 
sicians in a new treatment for tu- 
berculosis evolved by Nikola Tcsla. 
It i? described as "electrical oscilla- 
tion," and it is said to be a sum 
cure of consumption, even in its 
worst stages. 


Dr. Croft C. Carroll, of 21 East 


Twenty-fourth street, is a strong 
advocate 
of 
Mr. 
Tesla's 
system. 


Other physicians and one clergyman 
veri fy to the wonderful virtue of 
"electrical oscillation." 


Dr. E. P. Iliff, of Newark, a b 


cialist in lung disease, who, three 
weeks ago, was declared to be dying 
of consumption, 
received his third 


treatment yesterday at the clinic in 
Dr. Carroll's office, and then ran to 
catch a car on his way back to New- 
ark. 


Rev. S. "W. Switzer, pastor, of the 


Baptist tabernacle in Harrison, N. 
J., who had been scut to Dr. Carrol) 
in the last stages of consumption, 
told of his remarkable cure. 


Dr. John B. Kich. president of the 


American Microscopical society, de- 
clared that it wns the most wonder- 
ful demonstration of positive be 
ficial results that hn had ever seen 
in the treatment of germ diseases. 


ON APPARATUS TWO YEARS. 
Nikola Tesla had worked for two 


years on the apparatus which Dr. 
Carroll is using in his public clinic. 
It was Dr. Carroll's idea to apply th 
new principle in electricity evolved 
by Tesla to the treatment of con- 
sumption. 
Mr. Tcslii had predicted 


that oscillation 
would accomplish 


wonders, but had not thought of us- 
ing 
1 it as a germ killer. 
By applying- the electrode of the 


Tcslii nnichine Dr. 
Carroll drives 


through the affected parts a quan- 
tity of electricity which if applied in 
any other way would cause instant 
death. 
With a Tesla "oscillator" 


he handles between 2.000 mid H.OOO 
volts of electricity with impunity. 


Dr. Carroll says that after tlie os- 


cillation treatment 
all tubercular 


matter is eliminated from the sys- 
tem by the emunctories—the liver, 
kidneys, bowels and general glan- 
dular system. 
The treatment is 


one of destruction to the germs. 


Dr. Iliff told how he had contract- 


ed the tuberculosis from his patients 
about a year ago. 
It had developed 


in 
MIR aorta, which is the artery 


leading from the heart to the pul- 
monary system. 
Stenosis of the 


aorta resulted. The tubercular mat- 
ter had clogged the aorta about one 
inch from the entrance to the heart, 
so finally the heart could not pump 
blood to the extremities. 
A drop- 


sical condition ensued. 
Dr. Iliff 


said that hi forty-eight hours four 
weeks ago he increased in weight 
thirty pounds. 
SAVED ON VERGE OF DEATH. 
"I was removed to Dr. Carroll's of- 


fice in New York ten days ago," said 
Dr. Iliff. 
"My brother physicians 


protested against my being removed. 
They said there was not the slight- 
est chance of recovery. 
They even 


predicted the hour I was to die. 
I 


took my third oscillation treatment 
today. 
I am now attending to my 


practice again in Newark and am on 
the speedy road to complete recov- 
ery." 


The testimony given by Rev, Mr. 


Switzer was almost as remarkable. 
He had contracted acute tuberculosis 
four years ago. 
When he was re- 


moved to Dr. Carroll's house the 
physicians of Newark and Harrison 
told him he had six weeks to live. 
He was attending to his pastoral 
duties in less than three weeks and 
declared yesterday that he had recov- 
ered completly. 


Henry J. Ricf. a patient who had 


been put under the electrical treat- 
ment for the first time July f). when 
he had a respiration of 80, now, it 
was said, had the full use of his 
lungs. 
His respiration was 12. He 


had had tuberculosis of the lungs 
for five years. 
The lower third of 


the right and left lungs was hepatic. 


There had been a cavity fit the left 


of the heart bone, so Dr. Carroll 
said, as large as a silver dollar. 
Dr. 


Carroll declares that the cavity has 
entirely disappeared and is refilled 
with new lung tissue. 


THEORY OF THE CURE. 


Asked for an explanation of the 


treatment, Dr. Carroll said:

Ac- 
cording to this sketch, the Pekin 
Gazette—if the title of the publica- 
tion is freely translated —is the old- 
est newspaper in the world. 
The 


date of its Jirst publication is placed 
somewhere during (he reign of the 
Tung- dynasty (970-1300). 
The pa- 


per is not .111 official gazette in the 
strict meaning of the term, bat .1 
publication authorized by the gov- 
ernment, which acquaints the noun- 
try v/ith 
imperial edicts 
and or- 


dinances of the higher authorities, 
without any editorials or other com- 
ments. 
The latter are nut neces- 


sary, because the government ac- 
companies all orders for reward or 
punishment 
with 
explicit argu- 


ments. 
The ''leader'' of tin's publi- 


cation is always an imperial edict. 


f even if it refers solely to some peti- 
tion, which in variably accompanies 
the imperial utterance. 


The Pekin Gazette appears daily 


and is engerly read by all intcl 1 i- 
g'cnt Chinese in every p:irt of the 
great empire. 
Thousands of scribes 


in tlie provinces iind occupation in 
copying1 parts of the publication for 
such readers as arc unable tn pay the 
regular subscription for the entire 
paper. 
The subscription price is 


about $G per annum. 
The paper is 


printed by means of wooden types, 
which, like the modern metal types. 
are distributed again for subsequent 
use, and consists ordinarily of from 
ten to twelve sheets of thin, light 
brown tissue. Red lines divide each 
p:ige into seven columns, and each 
of the latter contains fourteen char- 
acters. 


ORDEP.S OF THE MA1TDAKINS. 
A semi-monthly issue is devoted to 


orders promulgated by the manda- 
rins. 
One of these issues—oi! Janu- 


ary 4, 1HD7—rites ten cases of high- 
er military and civic officials who 
were guilty of glaring neglects of 
duty. 
The civil governor of TCirhi 


placards in this issue not less than 
five higher officials. 
One of them, 


a general stationed near the fron- 
tier, is accused of having committed 
brutalities against peaceable inhabi- 
tants and of having embo-zlecl (be 
pay Cor a number of soldiers who 
figured only OH imner and never ex- 
isted in reality.

These publishers frequently employ. 
for the sake of ft freer expression of 
opinion, Europeans at a fixed salary, 
who shuply furnish their names as 
responsible editors.

These papers are all 


published in the foreign quarters of 
the treaty ports.

nanetician will at once recognize as 
the symptoms of a magnetic storm.

a sudden and serious magnetic storm 
v/as indicated by the record of the In- 
struments now temporarily installed 
in a room of the coast nnd geodetic 
survey. The cause of the phenome- 
non was traced to laborers who had 
been carrying iron pipes through the 
building. 


The trolley car is the arch enemy of 


the magnetician. It is on this ac- 
count that the new standard observa- 
tory must be placed sixteen miles out 
of town. The delicate German in- 
struments will show tho effect of 
trolley car movements eight miles 
away. Were the observatory near an 
electric railway system the instru- 
ments would daily experience a storm 
lasting from the

house current was turned on in the • 
morning until turned off again at 
night. The kaiser has decreed that 
no electric tramway shall be "built 
nearer than twelve, miles to his mag- 
netic observatory at Potsdam. The 
car with the single trolley and cur- 
rent creates much greater hnvor. than 
that with the double 'trolley.

could operate within a half a mile 
of. the new observatory without do- 
ing damage. 


The three new observatories wTM 


from time to time issue inaps show- 
ing the, mariner and surveyor tlin 
pxact changes which Imvu occurred in 
the magnetic climate. 


Another interesting bit of work 


in which our magneticians will co- 
operate is the re-location of the north 
magnetic pole and the discovery of 
that to the south.

At 
t iis spot the dipping needle stood 
on end, its north extremity pointing 
( own toward the center of the earth. 


Borchgrevink, 
the

plorer who recently reached latitude 
78 degrees, T>0 minutes south, and 
thus came nearer to the south goo- 
graphic pole than any other explorer. 
claims to have passed a point where 
the south end of his dipping needle 
pointed straight downward, or to- 
ward the center of ttie earth. This 
spot, whose location he has not yet 
( iaclosed. may be the south magnetic 
pole. 


Through th". German ambassador 


lore, President McKinley has prom- 
ised Emperor William that our mag- 
netic observatories will be ready on 
September 1. 1901, to co-operate with 
the great German-English 
An turtle 


expedition now fitting out to ex- 
plore the south geographic and mag- 
netic poles. 
The north magnetic 


po e is known to be always on the 
move, and there is every reason to 
believe that that to the south, is none 
the less restless.

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: WEIGHT OF THE EARTH 


A German Technical Scient.Ni 


rigures It 
Is 
11,910,000 


Trillion Founds. 


The earth weighs 11.013,000 tril- 


lions pounds, or written 
in 
units, 


11,910,000,000,000,000,000,000 Ibs. 


Dr. B. Borclmrdt a Gemma tech- 


nical scientist, has arrived at. this 
conclusion after years of study and 
numerous delicate experiments. Mod- 
ern technology deals with the nn 
infinitesimal as well as the 
most 


enormous quantities. 
The tremen- 


dous masses of stoue 
piled upon 


each ether in the majestic pyramids 
of micient times dwindle almost to 
naught, In point of 
weight, com- 


pared with the masses of iron and 
steel bolted together in the modern 
skyscraper. 
The 
Eiffel 
tower in 


Paris required 000 tons of structural 
iron. 
In the Masonic Temple 3,700 


tons of iron and steel were used, in 
tlifl Moimdnock building 5,800 tons 
and the new federal building will 
require 11,000 tons. 
But there ate 


oilier uses tor the ore dii£ from the 
earth. 
Locomotives 
and 
railroad 


cars, modern steamships, and the big' 
fighting- machines of the navy re- 
quire thousands upon thousands of 
tons of iron. 


All these enormous 
weights 
are 


taken from the earth and yet still 
belong to the earth. Evan the bal- 
loon with all it carries departs not 
one moment: from tin earth, if the 
letter is considered as a planetary 
unit. 
How much, then, docs the 


earth weigh? 
Is it at all possible 


to arrive at any satisfactory answer, 
and if so, how is the result reached? 


Dr. Borchnrdt has made some in- 


teresting- cxpsriments hi this direc- 
tion. 
In hi:- measurements h« used 


the centner, or hundred-weight; the 
kilo, about two pounds; the meter, 
nbout three feet, and the liter, abou: 
a quart, and for simplicity's sake 
these designations may be retained 
here. 


EBROR IK THE QUESTION. 


In th» first place, the German sci- 


entist maintains that the question, 
"How much does the earth weig-h?" 
is. in form not quite correct, because 
weight is no quality which is unal- 
terably attached to any body inde- 
pendent of its surroundings and in- 
dependent of any relations to other 
bodies. 
The pressuiv, which a body 


exerts upon its support, or the pull 
it causes 
when 
suspended, is its 


weight, but this weight is change- 
able though the body remains the 
name. 
For instance, the 
ordinaty 


epring scale used in the household, 
if taken by the arctic explorer to the 
polar region, will register a heavier 
weight t.h.in in this latitude, and if 
taken to the tropics finch kilo will 
show a loss of two or three grammes. 
The body to be weighed remains the 
Bame, but the surrounding conditions 
differ. 
Tims, a kilo of the earth 


v.'ould weigh only one-fifth on the 
jnoou, but 27>ji on the sun. 


Hence, if the 
question 
of the 


weight of the earth is asked it can 
be only in the sense that the entire 
globe could be weighed; that this 
globe were subjected to thr iniluence 
of tho earth and liencn would exert 
pressure upon its support-, and n pull 
upon the beam of the scale. But this 
is not tjie case. The question should 
br: "How many kilograms does the 
entire mass of the earth contain?" 


Nearly one-half of the 
earth is 


oxygen. 
About one-fourth is sili- 


cum, which causes the stone forma- 
tion, and the remain in four tit con- 
sists of 
numerous 
metals, among 


wliich the silvery aluminium 
and 


iron occuy first place. 
The density 


and mass of these 
substances are 


known; form and contents of spau? 
of the earth are also known to a rea- 
sonable degree of exactness, hence 
the Ifiynifin would think it a rather 
Kimple pi olilem to figure out how 
much mass there is to er.ch of the^e 
substinces and hence to the eiitiro 
earth.

The movements of celestial bodies 


have shown that all bodies in the 
universa 
attract 
each other; the 


gravity of earthly bodies is only a 
specific case of the general attrac- 
tion, which is proportionately greater 
than the larger masses nrc. and is 
less, in an augmented ratio, the far- 
ther distant from each 
other the 


masses are. 
If the distance is dou 


bled the masses exert only the fourth 
part of the original' force upon eacl: 
other. If it is trebled the attraction 
has decreased to the ninth pnrt 
If 


the distance 
is ten-fold it is only 


one-hundredth part. 
Now, knowing 


how heavy a certain mass, a kilo for 
instance, is on the 
.surface of the 


earth, you may imagine the earth as 
a globe which acts exactly as if its 
entire mass were united in the cen- 
ter, and the effect of this enormous 
mass upon its surface, that is foi 
the distance of its radius of 6,378 
kilometers, "is still so grenf. that. 
Itilo attracted by it presses ft sprlnf 


with n certain force, • This force- is 
measured in the simplest way by 
the product of the attracted mass and 
the velocity which it assumes in its 
descent to the earth in each second 
which, in the middle latitudes, is 
about 9.81 meter in each second. 


If it were possible to ascertain the 


force with which a known inns*, say 
a bulk of lead of 1,000 kilo, attracts 
a body, it would be ertsy to calculate 
how much of thic force would remain 
at a distance of (>,37S kilometers, the 
radius of the earth. As many times 
ns the known effect of the attraction 
of tho c.-irth surpassed the effect of 
the bulk of lead at this distance, PO 
many times would the mass of the 
earth surpass that of-the 1,000 kilo 
of lead. 
Tho entira problem, there- 


fore, culminates in tho attraction of 
a known mass on any smaller known 
mass. 


But this is easier said than done. 


The mutual effect of the masses on 


another cannot 
be ascertained 


exactly, because the cfCoct 
of the 


earth, tho gravity, surpasses every- 
thing else aud attracts all 
bodies 


uniformly. 


SOME EARLY EXPERIMENTS. 
The first scientist who tried to mas- 


ter this problem was the English 
astronomer Maskclyne, who died in 
1811, while director of the Greenwich 
observatory. 
Nearly 
forty years 


prior to his dsatli he made the meas- 
urements which come into play in 
ascertaining the weight of the earth. 
He established the proposition tlmt 


formidable mountain might exer- 


cise an eiTscL upon a free swinging 
pendulum and deviate

center 01' the earth. Maskslyne chdsc 
tlit Shehallicn peak in Scotland aud 
found that on each side of this peak 
there was a slight deviation in the 
direction of the pendulum.

at whatever extreme cost of effort, 
or expense of pain. 


Having laid down these penetrat- 


ing precepts concerning evil, he re- 
turns to the gentler instruction as to

SWISS NATIONAL INSURANCE

C'onsidt-rable opposition by the mili- 
tary classes.

feated this time by 195,000 votes.
